Frankfort. Ky., Nov. 16.—(Special.J- 
The Executive and Building Commute 
of ihe Goebel Monument Commission 
met at the Capital Hotel In this city 
this afternoon, pursuant to a call of the 
chairman. Senator James B. McCreary, 
for the purpose of fixing a date for the 
unveiling of the statue and monument 
to bo erected In memory of the late 
Gov. William Goebel, there being pres¬ 
ent Chairman McCreary, Gov. J. C. W. 
Beckham. Dr. E. E. Hume and MI** 
Snllle Jackson, while the proxies of 
Mrs. Edwin Fennell and Mrs. C. M. 
Lewis were held by Chairman Me-1 
Creary. 

The meeting was called by Chairman 
McCreary because William Adams A 
Sons, of Lexington, contractors for the 
monument, had reported that the 
bronze statue and the marble monu¬ 
ment were about completed, and that 
It would be necessary for the contrac¬ 
tors to have the inscriptions to be u* id. 

The time for the unveiling of tho 
monument was considered by the coin- 
mission and it was unanimously agree 1 
to have the unveiling some time during 
the month of May, 1908. the exact date 
to be agreed upon later. 

One of the most Important features 
of the meeting of the commliulon to¬ 
day wag the report qt Chairman Mc¬ 
Creary in regard to the fund that nns 
been subscribed by the people of the 
State for the erection of the montime it 
to tho memory of Gov. Goebel. He pre¬ 
sented to the commission certified 
statements of the Farmers' Bank, of 
Frankfort, and the Phoenix National 
Bank, of Lexington, showing that there 
is now on deposit In the former 1ns. I- 
tutlon $8,500.07, and In the latter !7- 
722.54. including the Interest 

Several yeans have elapsed since th 
Goebel Monument Commission was or¬ 
ganized in conjunction with Arthur 
Goebel, brother of the murdered Gov - 
ernor. for the purpose of raising money 
to erect a monument to his memory 
The first sculptor who was employ d 
made two statues, neither of whl h 
met with the approval of the commis¬ 
sion. and It wm then that Neihau*. a 
noted sculptor of New York, was em¬ 
ployed, and he has made a bronze 
*tatue of Gov. Goebel which is sat »- 
factory to Arthur Goebel and th»* near 
relatives and friends of William Goebel, 
and it will be brought to Kentucky 10 
be Inspected by the commission at an 
early date. 

While the work has not been pushed 
as rapidly ns the commission had hoped 
for when it was first undertaken It Is 
believed that the monument and bronze 
statue will both prove satisfactory to 
everyone who has felt an Interest in 
the work and contributed toward the 
fund.

Lexington Courts. 


ASK THAT THEY BE GIVEN ALL 
CITY OFFICES. 


FRAUD AND VIOLENCE ABE 
CHARGED IN PETITION. 


CONSPIRACY IS ALLEGED. 


Lexington. Ky.. Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
The contest which the Republican can¬ 
didates for city offices have threatened 
to flie against their Democratic oppon¬ 
ents who were elected on the face of 
the returns at the recent November 
election was Inaugurated to-day, when 
twenty-six suits, representing a contest 
for each of the city offices, were filed 
In the Circuit Court this afternoon. The 
petitions In each suit are Identical in 
substance and give as grounds for the 
contest that prior to the general regis¬ 
tration of October 1 certain of the po¬ 
litical friends, associates and support¬ 
ers of John Skaln, Democratic candi¬ 
date for Mayor, and the other candi¬ 
dates on the same ticket, and other 
persons, conspired among themselves 
and with their confederates to procure 
such election by means of fraud, in¬ 
timidation, etc. It is alleged/ that the 
conspiracy wa* carried Into execution, 
and In pursuance of the conspiracy 
that acts of fraud. intimidation, 
bribery, force, violence, etc., were per¬ 
petrated. 

The petition accuses these conspira- 
tors of procuring the fraudulent regis¬ 
tration of many persons. Accuses po¬ 
licemen. firemen, detectives, other city 
employes and other persons of aiding 
and abetting in the fraud.

Charge Purchased Vote. 


The petition also accuses said persons 
of fraudulently obtaining from regis¬ 
tered Republican voters not Ie 9 s than 
500 certificates, whereby said registered 
persons were deprived of the right to 
vote. Afterward they a:e accused of 
purchasing the certificates of not less 
than 1,000 persons who had been fraud-

The forks were in packages of 
ten each, sixty-four packages in all, 
ami the whole divided Into two bales of 
thirty-two packages each. Mr. Doey 
Cakes them to Polirt Barrow, the most 
northerly point in American Alaska, as 
presents to Che chief Eskimo tribes 
there an dtludr members, in pursuance 
of a promise made two years ago.

Frankfort, Ky.. Nov. 16.—[Special.J— 
Complete reorganization of the Demo¬ 
cratic party and a complete separation 
of the party committees from uffice- 
holdlng is the programme which will be 
attempted before the next State Demo¬ 
cratic convention, which may meet ear¬ 
ly In the spring.

Washington, Nov. 16—A new' star 
was added to the American flag to-day 
by the admission founally to the Union 
of the State of Oklahoma. President 
Roosevelt at 10:16 this morning sign 
ed the proclamation admitting the Ter¬ 
ritories of Oklahoma and Indian Terri¬ 
tory jointly as one of the American 
States. 

There was absolutely no ceremony 
connected with the signing of the 
proclamation. The act was done In the 
Cabinet room, to which had been ad¬ 
mitted Senators Carter and Dixon, of 
Montana, and Warm f, of Missouri, be¬ 
sides a number of residents of Okla¬ 
homa, most whom are connected 
with Government department In 
Washington, and newspaper represen¬ 
tatives. 

It was exactly 10:16 when Secretary 
Loeb threw open the doors loading from 
the President’s office. He had the proc¬ 
lamation In his hand, which he laid on 
the large, square blotter at the Presi¬ 
dent’s position at the head of the Cab¬ 
inet table. 

The President entered and took his 
seat at oned. was handed f lhe large 
quill pen by the secretary, and himself 
lifting the lid from the inkstand, dipped 
the pen and wrote his name In large 
letters, the pen making an audible 
scratch with each movement. When 
he had finished his signature the Presi¬ 
dent picked up a small blotter with 
which he blotted his name and. look¬ 
ing up, proclaimed:

"Oklahoma Is a State." 

At this Instant, Albert Hammer, of 
Enid. Oklahoma, a clerk In the land 
office, stepped forward and askei: 
"Mr. President, may I have that blot¬ 
ter?" 

The President picked up the small 
blotter and handed It to Mr. Hammer 
with the remark: “There were more re¬ 
quests for me to use particular pens 
than there are letters in my name." 

The blotter contained a distinct im¬ 
pression of the President’s signature re. 
versed. The signing and the Incidents 
connected therewith occupied but one 
minute, and at their conclusion the 
President bowed himself back into his 
private office with the remark: 

"Good morning, gentlemen.",' 

The slight delay from the original 
plan of having the proclamation signed 
at exactly JO o’clock la explained simply 
by the statement that the President 
was occupied with his mall up to the 
time ho actually signed the document. 
No significance is attached to the six¬ 
teen-minute delay.

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES 

Mark Installation of Oklahoma’s New 
Officials. 

Guthrie, Ok la.. Nov. 16.—-"With Im¬ 
pressive ceremonies befitting the birth 
of the new State of Oklahoma, the 
oaths of office were administered to 
Gov. Charles N. Haskell and other 
State officers a few minutes before 
noon to-day. The oath was given by 
Leslie G. Nlblock. a newspaper man. 
The ceremonies took place on the steps 
of the Carnegk* library, there being no 
State building here. 

Following prayer by a clergyman, the 
proclamation of President Roosevelt 
admitting Oklahoma arid Indian Terri¬ 
tory* Into Mic Union was read by Chns. 
Filson. Secretary of Oklahoma Terri¬ 
tory. The text of the order, which was 
telegraphed from Washington a short 
time before the inauguration, was brief 
and closed as follows: 

"I. Theodore Roosevelt, President of 
the United States of America, In ac¬ 
cordance with the enabling act of Con¬ 
gress and by authority thereof, an¬ 
nounce the result of the election to 1>« 
as certified, and do hereby declare and 
proclaim that the terms and conditions 
prescribed by Congress to entitle tho 
State of Oklahoma admission Into the 
Union on an equal footing with the 
original thirteen States are accom¬ 
plished." 

A band of Cherokee Indian boys then 
played "Th© Star Spangled Banner." 
Gov. Haskell walked forward to ih© 
center of the platform, where he was 
met by Mr. Niblack. and took the for¬ 
mal oath with uplifted hand. Turning 
to tho crowd that cloned in from every 
direction. Gov. Haskell delivered the in¬ 
augural address.

"In Its course through the day the

J. C. Johnson, charged with embezzle¬ 
ment and grand larceny on coinplaint

SMALL INVESTORS 


In the Market For the Gilt- 
Edged Stocks. 


ARE ALSO PUTTING MONEY INJO 
REAL ESTATE. 


GRADUALLY WITHDRAWING IE- 
POSITS FROM SAVINGS BANKS. 


GOOD RESULTS ARE EXPECTED 


New York. \ f ov. 16.—[special.!—The 
most encouraging sign of the situation 
here is the entry of the small Investor 
Into a field of greater activity than has 
been occupied by him In the past. 
Many flrtrwln the financial district re¬ 
port the sale of large amounts of stock 
In small lots to new customers who 
have bought outright and for/lnve*t- 
*nt instead of speculation. These 
r.lt-edged securities, selling below par 
because of the recent depression, have 
been bought up by people who In times 
past probably never knew what a share 
of stock or a bond resembled. 

The same activity Is expected here in 
real estate. The brokers who only ne¬ 
gotiate for the purchase and sale of 
property are beginning to grow busy 
again with the wants of new princi¬ 
pals. As real estate in New York has 
been at a standstill for a long time, the 
new investor in it Is a welcome sign of 
the times. The view, of course. Is 
strong that In the end more money will 
be used In buying property than secur¬ 
ities by the newcomer. The Idea is 
that w'hile few understand stocks and 
bonds, all of them have some idea 
more or less about a house, and they 
are therefore more liable to enter the 
field In which they know something 
than the unknown one. 

• • • 

# Money Taken From Banks. 

What money is being used for the 
purposes set forth has been and is 
graduaJly being withdrawn from ih^j 
savings and other banks. Several of 
the large institutions nfe losing some 
of their oldest depositors. Many are 
small tradesmen and clerks who have 
kept their money in one ratings bank 
for years and only accumulated their 
present capital by degrees and after a 
long time. The question what effect* 
the permanent withdrawal of these de¬ 
posits may have on the hank* as well 
as the money market is being cftrofully 
considered here. Some, of course, urge 
that it will add to Lhe depression by 
not giving the financial institutions all 
the money necessary with which to 
help along business men. They even 
see a panic ahead. This view, how¬ 
ever, is inclined to he too pessimistic. 
The savings banks will he sufferers. Of 
course, in this State, they can do no 
business lu the promissory note line, 
and the nearest any may come to help- ; 
Ing out the business man is by taking 
a mortgage on his house. The loss In 
deposits will Hot be permanent, how¬ 
ever. It is destined to be offset by 
those starting new accounts. They arc 
always legion In number, and In conse¬ 
quence the savings banks will not feel 
the withdrawals very long. 

• • • 

Will Hurt Trust Companies. 

The trust companies will be hit hard, 
however. There has been so much talk 
about their methods of doing business 
that It will probably be a long time : 
before the tradesmen and others of the 
middle class deposit their money In 
them. If these Institutions are wise, 
they will submit to the same restric¬ 
tions and safeguards as the banks are 
under, and thus restore public confi¬ 
dence in their soundness. 

It Is earnestly hoped that the small 
Investor will be conservative In the 
use of his capital, which, as before 
stated, has been accumulated In many 
cases after years of hard work and by 
drips and drabs No doubt many of 
the gilt-edge stocks which he Is buying 
outright at the present time will go 
way up when times Improve. Will this 
be the bait that may tempt him Into 
Wall street to speculate on margin? 
Many believe that It may In varied In¬ 
stances. and in the end he will suffer. 
There Is also the fear that the new* | 
man In real estate with limited capital 
may buy property at too high a cost 
and be unable to carry It In conse¬ 
quence. These ideas are not quite as 
speculative as they may appear to 
some. The situation should be care¬ 
fully watched. For the small conserv¬ 
ative investor should be encouraged by 
good rwuits rather than kept out of

Boonesboro Fort. 

It wan my purpose when, several 
weeks ago, I went to the Jamestown 
Exposition, as one fit the Kentucky 
Commissioners, to take my turn as 
host, for h fortnight, of the Booneabor- 
ough Foft. to have sent thence to The 
Courier-Journal some account of the 
Exposition and the part taken by Ken¬ 
tucky In It. As, however, the demands 
of my official duties precluded this. I 
have deemed It but a duty I owe to 
thq readers of The Courier-Journal to 
give t^iem some account of the Ex¬ 
position as I found It. and the part 
tuken by Kentucky In this notable 
commemoration of a great historical 
epoch — the tercentennial of the first 
settlement of English-speaking people 
on the continent. As Kentucky was 
the first offspring of the mother coun¬ 
try. it was natural to expect that there 
should have been an official repre¬ 
sentation of the State by legislative 
action as occurred at the previous 
world's fairs, at. Philadelphia In 1876. 
New Orleans. 1885; Chicago. 1S93, and 
St. Louis, 1904. But from neglect or 
other unexplained reason, with quite a 
unanimous expression In favor of such 
action, the Legislature of 1906 ad¬ 
journed without huvlng made any pro¬ 
vision for such representation. To 
remedy this neglect a movement was 
Inaugurated at a commercial conven¬ 
tion which met at Winchester In Octo¬ 
ber. 1906. which resulted In the forma¬ 
tion of a commission, the members of 
which gave their services free of 
charge, and raised by corporate and 
Individual subscription a fund suffi¬ 
cient to secure a representation of the 
State which. If lacking In the archi¬ 
tectural display made at the St. Louis 
Fair, has proven by its typical Illus¬ 
tration of the pioneer history of Ken¬ 
tucky a most appropriate representa¬ 
tion of the early periods of the Repub¬ 
lic which It was the design of the orig¬ 
inators of the Exposition to commemo¬ 
rate. 

The commission’s decision to repro¬ 
duce the fort at Boones borough erected 
In 1776 by Daniel Boone at the mouth 
of Otter creek, in Madison county, on 
the south bank of the Kentucky river, 
about a mile below the bridge where the 
Knoxville branch of the L. and N. rail¬ 
road crosses the stream, not only com¬ 
ported well with their limited available 
means, but embodied a lesson In Ken¬ 
tucky history too little understood by 
the present generation and well worthy 
of such practical illustration. It is a 
very common error, even among our 
own people, to think that The West, and 
especially Kentucky, a« the pioneer in 
tntns- Alleghany Immigration, owed Its 
settlement to ignorant adventurers or 
unlettered hunters. The contrary is well 
Illustrated In the composition of the 
party of six from the Yadkin river. 
North Carolina, of whom D.iulcl Boone 
formed one, which came to Kentucky 
In 1769. from which may he said to have 
resulted Its first |>crmnnent settlement. 
Boone was by no means an illiterate 
man without other qualities than those 
of a hunter or merv adventurer. 

His ancestors were Quakers, 
who came In 1717 from Devon¬ 
shire county. England, and settled In 
Berks county. Pennsylvania. The sub¬ 
stantial stone house in which Daniel 
Boone was born, October 22, 1733. still 
Standing, indicates that his father was 
a man of sub&tnnce. while It Is known 
that a cousin of Boone's was a 
professor of mathematics. Judged by 
the spelling of Daniel Boone in his let¬ 
ters extant, ns compared with thy pres¬ 
ent standard, h«* has been regarded as 
Illiterate, but his erorrs wen? chiefly 
due to the difference in the methods 
then existing when pigs were spelled 
with two g*. eoinplet**, Qnmpleat, and 
the uso of capital letters whs not con¬ 
fined to proper names. Of Boone’s 
companions on this trip John Finley 
was the unr <v sfor of Samuel B. Fifib-v 
Morse, the Inventor of the telegraph. 
!and John Stewart of Charles Steward 


To.dd, a distinguished officer of the War! 
of 1812, and Minister to Russia by ap¬ 
pointment of President Harrison. Of 
the others not much Is known, hut the 
fact Is well attested that th^ party had 
with them a copy of •‘Gulliver’s Trav¬ 
els.” which Boone In a deposition of rec¬ 
ord suites that they read for their 
amusement. 

A further evidence of the estimate 
placed Upon Boone’s capacity by hi* 
contemporaries, not generally known. Is 
the fact that He was twice u member of 
the Virginia House of Burgesses, the 
first time from Fayette county. Ky., In 
, 1781, the year after the county was 
, formed. The second time was from 
! Kanawha county. Va.. In 1791. to which 
had moved with his family In 1786. of 
which two lost facts there Is no men¬ 
tion in Kentucky history. His service 
as legislator is verified by the official 
record of the proceedings of the Houw 
of Burgesses. He removed to Callaway 
county. Mo.. In L«9 and dh*d there Sep¬ 
tember 26. 1820. 

• But the history of the fort sufficiently 
attests the substantial character of 
those who first planted civilization in 
the Wc«t. In March, 1776. a company 
of nine gentlemen of substance fr.np 
North Carolina, headed by Richard 
Henderson, prominent for his acquire¬ 
ments and services, bought by treaty 
ut Watauga. In East Tennc^sve. from 
the •‘Tierokee Indians for 10.009 pounds 
-terllng all thut part of Kentucky ly¬ 
ing south of the Kentucky river, esti¬ 
mated at 17.000.000 acres. With a view 
to the Immediate occupation of the ac¬ 
quired territory Daniel Boone was sent 
with a party, escorted by a company 
under Cupt. Twetty. to build a fort at 
the mouth of Otter creek, and wh«n j 
Col. Henderson and a party of Iifvy 
reached that point a month lutrr he 
found lhe fort nearly completed. It 
was not a rude, temporary fort, but n 
substantial etructure erected according' 
to well-devised plans of an architect 
furnished by Henderson, the originals 
of which, with Henderson’s autograph, 
are preserved In the Wisconsin State 
Historical Society at Madison, the i ip- 
ita I. This accounts for the fact that 
through the four or five succeeding 
years the fort resisted all attempts for 
its capture or destruction. Including 
two sieges, one of which wa$ by 'oo 
Indians and Canadians. Had It suc¬ 
cumbed to these attacks, made as they 
were at this most critical period «*f 
the Revolutionary War. the front 1 r 
would have been driven back, as it wag 
In 1796 by the defeat of Braddock near 
Pittsburg, beyond the Blue Ridge, and 
Washington In addition to the British 
line In his front would have had an¬ 
other in his rear. This emphrusU* s 
greatly the historic interest of the 
Boone?borough Fort as an agency not 
only in the settlement of the West, but 
in the success of the Reiodutloniry 
, War. 

I It was from these plans at Madison. 
Wis. that the fort at Jamestown was 
constructed. It being substantially a 
replica of the original. The Inclosure 
occupies about an acre, a parallelo¬ 
gram In shape, with a living house In 
the center and a two-storied block-, 
house at each corner, connected In the 
original by a high and strong stock¬ 
ades. reduced In height at Jamestown 
to prevent obstruction of the view. 
The buildings, are constructed of logs 
brought from Kentucky, and tho whole 
presents a most unique and faithful 
reproduction of the original. It Is sit¬ 
uated near the shore of Hampton 
Roads, about the same distance as the 
original stood from the bank of the 
; Kentucky river, with a handsome pine 
grove In the rear, similarly In location 
to the native Kentucky forest at 
I Boonesboro. The unities are thus 
| accurately preserved and there could 
1 not have been a more faithful repr*»- 
! duet Inn nor one more in harmony with 
the «*ccaslon and the lesson It was do. 
signed to teach. The furnishings are 
all In keeping with the same general 
design, and the recognition of Its suc- 
(cess In the line of its projection l« re¬ 
flected In the facial expression of all 
j visitors, which gives unmistakable evi¬ 
dence of appreciation. Opinions may 
differ os to the architectural merits of 
I the many costly buildings of other 
States, but there Is only one opin¬ 
ion In regard to th* object lesson 
which that of Kentucky presents, and 
that is of thorough Interest ond ap¬ 
proval. A hearty welcome has greeted 
all visitors, coupled with such histori¬ 
cal facts or ••xplanations as the occa¬ 
sion might prompt, with hospitable 
tender of rest in the numerous win-* 
Ivritiblc chairs on lhe broad porches in 


the front and rear of the main build¬ 
ing. Thus, during the whole period of 
the Exposition now near the close of 
its seven tit and last month, the fort 
has been tne center of unflagging In¬ 
terest to Its numerous visitors, enliv¬ 
ened at intervals by various entertain¬ 
ments In the way of burgoos, sj>eeeh- 
makings and other- forms of popular 
diversion, affording such evidence of 
suddens In the way of public apprecia¬ 
tion as to fully repay Its projectors for 
all the labor and care incurred In its 
erection and maintenance.

The Exposition As a Whole. 

So much has been published In re¬ 
gard to the architectural and other fea¬ 
tures of the Jamestown Exposition that 
it Is unnecessary to enter upon a 
lengthy description of iL Unfortunately 
Its completion, only reached flhe latter 
part of September, prevented the suc¬ 
cess and full on tendance w hich It would 
have enjoyed If it had presented at Its 
opening the same attractive feature 
as In its closing two months. While 
mn on a huge a scale nor of such gor¬ 
geous architecture, it is very unique In 
Its design and presents to the most 
critical eye a most credRabfe appear¬ 
ance. both In the style of its architec¬ 
ture and In Its various exhibits. There 
could not be a more attractive setting, 
situated as It Is upon the south shore of 
Hampton R*Mds. five miles In width 
awl fifteen In length, enlivened by war¬ 
ships and other se« vessels and attrac¬ 
tive view's of Fortress Monroe. Nr-w- 
port News and other places across the 
boy The plnr erected by the Govern¬ 
ment at a eortt of $500,000—the last 
structure finished—extends Into the 
bay 1,200 feet, with two arms 800 feet 
apart, and closed ait the far end, ex¬ 
cept as an arched entrance suf¬ 
ficiently high to admit to the large pool 
embraced by It smaller craft, such as 
moror. steam or sailing pleasure boats. 

In the \-arlou« exhibition buildings 
Kentucky was well represented, espe¬ 
cially In the departmerfts of agricul¬ 
ture awl horticulture, forestry, mines 
and metallurgy, transportation and ma¬ 
chinery. Gold, silver or bronze medals 
have been awarded for excellence and 
variety of exhibits. A movement l* on 
foot to extend the exposition another 
season, which h«as received the ap¬ 
proval of the commission, provided a 
sufficient guarantee fund Is subscribed. 
But. owing to tho comparatively small 
attendance, computations arising from 
the deflei't may defeat such exjec4U- 
tlons.

The amount of fPwlndllng 
that Is carried on by false letters and 
circulars Is represented to be appalling, 
and the police are unable to cope writh 
the evil. It is represented that it can 
only be met through the poot-offlce. 

Some of til>o British colonies have 
already dealt with this subject, notably 
Australia and New Zealand, which have 
enacted strenuous laws on it.

The lain George M. Pullman’s dream of 
a model town, upon which he expended 
millions of dollars, haa finally faded 
away, and ffu' estate has closed out the 
last of the house* und lots. 

The sleeping car magnate planned a 
grout industrial city, tn which not only 
tho great car shops, but the public build¬ 
ings. theaters, churches, sc hoot houses, li¬ 
braries. gymnasiums, hospitals, and even 
the homes of thousands of workmen 
flhoutyl all be owned l>y the Pullman com¬ 
pany. The empioycin were only to pay 
rent. The company w*as to maintain the 
city. 

In accprdanoe with the plans tho city 
was built. It stands to-day one of the 
moat complete manufacturing cities in the 
world. Its schools, hospitals, hank*, li¬ 
braries are of the best. Blit they aro«all 
managed a* private Institutions or merged 
Into the city of Chicago. The workmen 
refused to share Pullman's Utopian 
Ideas. They were not content to live in 
homes they could never hope to own. 
The discontent of the Pullman workmen 
over conditions In the model town was 
one of the prime causes of the Debs strike 
In 1895. 

Mr*. Frank O. Lowden. daughter of 
George M Pullman, and wife of Con¬ 
gressman Lowden. of Illinois, has now 
purchased all that wa# left of the dream 
of the model town. She gave -her check 
for $352,000 and took deeds for ninety- 
nine buildings and the lots upon which 
they stand. Altogether the estate has 
disposed of 425 flat buildings*and twenty- 
two houses to Mrs. Lowden.

MISSIONARY ORGANIZATION OF¬ 
FICIALS ASKING QUESTION. 


CUNDAY-SCHOOL LEADERS CRIT¬

CHURCH NOTES OF INTEREST. 


Officials of missionary and benevo¬ 
lent organizations are making no at¬ 
tempts to conceal their solicitude as to 
the effect which the present financial 
situation will have upon contributions 
during the coming six months. far 
as they are expressing opinions on the 
matter they differ greatly. Some *ay 
the scarcity of money Is certain to oc¬ 
casion a considerable decrease in the 
total of benevolent gifts, and others 
ore relying upon what they assert to 
fee the fact that In hard times people 
are likely to be more religiously and 
benevolently disposed than in prosper¬ 
ous seasons. Still others hold that 
neither of these opinions will te sup¬ 
ported by the facts and that I here Is 
likely to be little or no difference In 
contributions, because the present fi¬ 
nancial difficulties are more apparent 
than real. 

8om»* missionary boards and societies 
with headquarters in New York are 
finding the situation to be the cause 
of present suffering, because their funds 
are tied up in financial institutions that 
»re for the time being unable to puy 
them out. So far as can be learned 
none of the larger organizations Is 
thus embarrassed, and even the small¬ 
er ones are not so gTeatly affected as 
they would be If the trouble had come 
six months hence. For this is just the 
end of the "lean" season In benevolent 
offerings. Receipts are always light 
during *the summer and early fall 
months in religious organizations, and 
many such enterprises not only And 
themselyes in October with depleted 
bank accounts, but nave to borrow from 
their banks in order to continue their 
work. During the winter and spring 
months contributions are heavier, ko 
that such debts are usually repaid be¬ 
fore summer. 

Thus fur there have been aiuiounced 
no plans especially designed to meet 
the present conditions. It is the season 
when all mission officials are working 
their hardest to secure adequate con¬ 
tributions from churches and individ¬ 
uals, and most of them say that noth¬ 
ing additional Is possible of accom¬ 
plishment. Yet they admit that they 
are watching the situation closely and 
are doing what they can to counteract 
by an increase of Interest among the 
people a possible decrease In the 
amounts of usual Individual contribu¬ 
tions.

Sunday-school Leaders Said To Have 
Turned Their Critical Tongues 

The president of Auburn Seminary, 
the Rev. Dr. George B. Stewart, is 
publicly calling attention to what he 
considers serious faults in the plans for 
Sunday-school lesson courses an¬ 
nounced by the Lesson Committee of 
the Internationa! Sunday-school Asso¬ 
ciation. After pointing out the faults 
he concludes that: "Those who care 
more for the spiritual nurture and sal¬ 
vation of the children than they do for 
a mechanical spectacular uniformity 
must look to some other source (than 
the International Lesson Committee) 
for help." 

Dr. Stewart voices a criticism that Is 
said to be widespread. The assertion 
is freedy made that the Lesson Com¬ 
mittee makes its plans in a mechanical 
way and with little regard for (scientific 
pedagogy. The latest action of the 
committee was tuken at a joint confer¬ 
ence of the American and British sec¬ 
tions, held last summer In London. It 
wa^ there decided to have the begin¬ 
ners’ course of lesson's cover the ages 
from three to nine. There had earlier 
been a course for scholars aged three 
to five, and this was satisfactory to 
most American Sunday-school leaders, 
although not favored in England The 
new scheme Is for a three years* courve. 
which must be repeated to cover the 
ages first named, and as pointed out by 
Dr. Stewart, children of seven will 
have the same lessons that they had at 
three and four. "What Justification, 
either In Sund4iy-»< bool. organization, 
pedagogy or psychology," he oskn. "can 
be found for this most singular ac¬ 
tion?" , . _ 

Similar criticism Is directed toward 
the "uniform" course of lessons for 
children from nine to fifteen years, to 
the fact that the "advanced" course I* 
to begin ut fifteen. There is n consid¬ 
erable body of Sunday-school people, 
Dr. Stewart allege*, who feel that the 
international lessons have outlived 
their usefulness, and that they are re¬ 
sponsible for many of the ills from 
which Sunday-schools are suffering. 

TO WORKABLE PROPORTIONS 

Northern Presbyterians Would De¬ 
crease Size of General Assembly. 

Northern Presbyterians »re begin¬ 
ning to wonder what they win do to 
decrease the size of their General As¬ 
sembly to something like workable 
proportions. The Assembly meets an¬ 
nually and it Is a representative body, 
ha delegates being elected by the va¬ 
rious Presbvtcries atl over the country 
At ihe present time tlvre are In the 
Assembly nearly 900 delegates, and It is 
recognized that with the natural growth 
of the denomination and the possibility 
ihat some of the smaller Presbyte¬ 
rian bodies will unite with It. as did 
the Cumberland Church: the Assembly 
membership is likely before femg to 
pass the thousand mark, with the dan¬ 
ger that the body will become too un- 
wleldly for effective legislation. to soy 
nothing of the excessive cost of bring¬ 
ing such a body of men together every 
year. • 

Several propositions looking toward a 
induction In the size <?f the General As¬ 
sembly are being discussed among 
Presbyterians, although none of them 
has be**ri officially proposed. One sug¬ 
gestion is that th-re be organized four 
General Synods of the church, one each 
for the East, the West, the North and 
the South. These bodies would nww 
annually and they would elect delegates 
to th** General Assembly, which, under 
this plan, would rimer once in four 
y^ars. This scheme meets loud opposi¬ 
tion because many believe it to ^ dan¬ 
gerous to sectionalize the church. These 
objectors say their Is now' unity in the 
denomination and that under this plan 
It wou'd be Imperiled. 

It Is pointed out that tVmre Is little 
hope of escape from present condit ion s 
without a radical departure from pres- [ 
ent methods. Under the Presbyterian j 
rules, each Presbytery is entitled to at 
least two delegates to the Assembly and 
manv ar<* en ltled to more than two. 
the number depending upon the numb r 
of communlcnnts In the Preshy te-y’s 
churches. As th-*re are 278 Presbyte¬ 
ries and the General Assembly Is prac¬ 
tically without the power to reduce th'* 
number by consolidation, or to prevent 
the forum tins of new “Presbyteries It 
in said by Pi^o^terlan leaders that n 
new* basis of representation must be 
looked to for rMlef.

In some revpec* It Is unlik* 
anything of the kind at* yet in ex st- 
ctice. In sny religious L»t!y. It Is to 
be cnlled a Church Work rV Commons, 
and is not connected with any educa¬ 
tional Institution, but with one of the 
leading Episcopal churches of the city. 
The classes Ate to be bald on we**k- 
nlprht evenings, and there will be ony 
course on Sunday evening*, held to 
deepen the spiritual lives of church 
workers. 

On one evening there will lie taught 
the English Bible. with special refer¬ 
ence to teaching U again.

thers. On anotiif.r evening men and 
women will be off*-, d courses leading 
to graduation for instructors uf mis¬ 


sion study classes. These latter classes 
are held in individual parish*?* on week 
nlghtM. and are* regular study courses 
in missions, with text books and ex* 
aim nations. 

On still another evening men are to 
be Instructed to read the prayer-book 
service of the Episcopal Church, in 
order that they may be fitted to go into 
other neighborhoods and there read 
to parlor and other congregations us j 
yet unable to pay an ordained man. j 
These men are in business in the day¬ 
time. arid give their services free on j 
, Sundays to this church extension work. 

1 in the same course men will be trained' 

! to make public addresses; first shown 
l how to prepare addreuses. and then pro-/ 
! vhled with small and sympathetic. ;u»<! 
yet critical audiences—to practice on. 

The mo:hoits of securing money from 
others, for benevolent and missionary 
causes, will be taught, and so will 
methods of church work; for it Is held 
by this school that more workers for 
the church fall between Monday morm 
I-g and S Uurday night than fall on 
Sundays. Instruction will a!s«» be given 
In personal visitation, and the pressure 
of personal Influence, to Indue*? others 
to help spread the Gospel. 

In the Sundsiy-nlght’ course some of 
the preach re will be from other re¬ 
ligious hodle* than the Episerp tl. thus 
taking advantage of the new law pass¬ 
ed by the last General Convention, and 
introduced therein by the novelist, the 
Ft- v Dr. Cyrus Townsend llrndy. who 
i<( rector of an Episcopal church, in 
Toledo.

"When public t»o<ll©« are to be ad¬ 
dressed on momentous occasions, when 
gr©ttt interests arc at stoke and «trong 
passions excited, nothing is valuable in 
specca farther than it is connected 
with high intellectual and moral en¬ 
dowments. Clearness, force and earn¬ 
estness nr© th© qualities which produce 
conviction. *fru< ©|uqu©nc«. Indeed, 
doe* not corslet In speech, lit cannot 
bo brought frvn afar. Labor and learn¬ 
ing may toil F»r it. but they will toll 
in vain. Words and phrase.** may be 
marshaled In every way. but they can¬ 
not compass It. It must exist In the 
man. in th© subject, and in the occasion. 

"Affected passion. Intense expression, 


the pomp of declamation, all may as¬ 
pire after—they cannot reach It. It 
comes. If It comes at all, like the out- 
hr» irtctng of a fountain lr*mi the earth.' 
or the bursting forth of volcanic Art’s I 
with spontaneous original native force. 
The graces taught In the schools, the 
costly ornaments and studied contriv¬ 
ances of speech shock and disgust hten 
when their own lives and the fate of 
their wives, their children and th©lr 
country hang on the decision of the 
hour. Then words have lost their pow¬ 
er. rhetoric Is vain and all elaborate 
oratory contemptible. Even genius It¬ 
self then feels rebuked and subdued 
as In the presence of higher qualities. 
Then patriotism is eloquent, then self- 
devotion to eloquent. Th© clear con¬ 
ception outrunning the deductions of 
logic, the high pi^rpoac, the firm resolve, 
the dauntless spirit speaking on the 
tongue, beaming from the eye. Inform¬ 
ing every feature and urging the whole 
man onward, right onward to his ob¬ 
ject 

"This, this to eloquence, or, rather it 
Is something greater and higher than 
eloquence; It to action, noble, sublime, 
godlike, action. 

Like Patrick Henry. Mr. Yancey's 
chief endowment was hla voice, tho 
most perfect voice that ever , over¬ 
awed a friendly audience to eiithusi- j 
asm or curbed to Mlleuc© the tumults I 
of th© most inimical.

heard It years ago. and who since then. 
In the course of a long career in «’nu- 
gress and In the Cabinet. 1ms doubt¬ 
less encountered all the notable ora¬ 
tors of hla time, declares It was sweet¬ 
er, clearer and of more wonderful coiii- 
pas* and flexibility than any <»th©r he 
hnd ever heard. And Chief J us tic© 
Stone, a. great Jurist, said: “I first 
heard Mr. Yancey In 1840.

T HE work of the Consumers' 
League In behalf of working 
womdn and other employes of 
shops In Louisville Is already 
known to the public. In the last cou¬ 
ple of >ears, however, the league has 
undertaken In a small way a very large 
work with which everyone should he 
acquainted. There has been formed a 
Child Lab 01 * An *1 Truancy Committee 
which co-operate* with the Juvenile 
Court and truant, officers of the city. 

Thi* committee is empowered by the 
County Judge to Investigate all appli¬ 
cations for labor permits filed at the 
County Court. These investigation* are 
made by trained friendly visitor* who 
go into the home of every child who 
Htc* an application for a permit. By 
this means a pretty complete history of 
the family is gained and numbers of 
little children have been saved the 
dwarfing which necessarily results from 
premature labor. 

The visitor advise* with the family 
and has caused many parents to with¬ 
draw application* when there was no 
real need for the child to w-ork. In 
many Instances work has been secured 
for older members of the family, thus 
relieving the child. Shoes, clothing and 
medical attention were procured for 
children kept out of school on that ac¬ 
count. 

In other in*tano<V where It was ab¬ 
solutely necessary for the child to con 
tribute to the support of the family, 
the committee decided upon th*» plan 
of awarding scholarship* In order to 
keep these deserving children in school. 
The child is paid the amount he can 
earn by working on condition that he 
I tvRularlv. and at the 
end of the w r e«*k present* a certificate 
to that effect signed by his teacher. 

Seven scholarship*. ranging in 
amount from $2 to $3 u week, have been 
awarded since February, 1907. The 


O NE of the most Interesting pro¬ 
grammes ever offered by the 
Woman’s Club is announced by 
the Lecture Committee, of which 
Mrs. Henry W. Blanc is chairman, for 
Monday evening.

It ha* been some time since an Orien¬ 
tal has come to Louisville to lec*ur-» at 
th.» solicitation of club u’omen. an t not 
since the World's Fair held in iTtlcago 
In 1893, when Swaml Vivekananda. a 
Hindu monk. who. with his eloquent 
exposition of his philosophy, swop; his 
audiences along with him with en¬ 
thusiasm. has an Oriental attracted 
more notice than Mr. Rutnam. 

Mr. Rutnam was one of the speakers 
at the Congress of Religions held In 
Boston in September, and several prom¬ 
inent Louisville women heard him with 
so much Interest that at their sugges¬ 
tion he was Invited to come to lecture 
under the auspices of the Woman’s 
Club. 

The following extract from the Bos¬ 
ton Transcript I* of interest In face of 
the fact that Mr. Rutnam will be In 
Louisville shortly: 

"Among the picturesque individuals 
who have been attracted to Boston by 
the Congress of Liberals and who Is 
still lingering here. U Mr. 8 . C. K. Rut¬ 
nam, whose discriminating views on 
the relations of India to the British 
Government appeared In an Interview 
In the Transcript a few days ago. But 
it is us a Christian leader that he will 
particularly interest the churches of 
this vicinity. His wife is a Canadian 
and was sent out by the American 
Board ten years ago a* a medical mis¬ 
sionary to Ceylon. In due time she 
married Mr. Rutnam. and though they 
have several children, she still carries 
on a far-reaching medical work and Is 
one of the influential women of Ceylon. 
Mr. Rutnam Is a product of the mis¬ 
sionary movement. The young man 
was c»ducated at Madras University, 
under Principal Miller, whom he terms 
the best loved man in India, and came 
to this country about a dozen years 
ago to take a supplementary course at 
Princeton University. There he im¬ 
bibed Calvinistlc theology, though he 
did not carry any !arg»- percentage of 
it ba< k to his native land. He is a 
Christ lun to whom the character and 
the teachings of Jesus appeal more 
strongly than any phlllsophf* al inter¬ 
pretation of them. His main work in 
Ceylon has been the founding of Cen¬ 
tral College in Colombo, which he ha* 
carried on with the assistance of his

D. D. If Branll | 
were a country equipped with railroads 
ns fully as is the United States the tusk 
would be difficult enough. When It 1» 
remembered that a large part of Brazil 
Is entirely undeveloped and le only 
sparsely inhabited by uncivilized and 
pagan tribes, the task of evangelization 
Is even greater. 

Bishop Kinsolving, like so many other 
pioneer missionaries of the Episcopal 
Church, is a Virginian and was edu¬ 
cated at the University of Virginia and 
the famous seminary at Alexandria. 
Kentucky, however, has a real claim 
upon Bishop Kinsolving, because even 
before he entered the university he had 
already spent four years at Benttyville. 

Lee county, where he established a 
church school and maintained it with a 
degree of efficiency remarkable for a 
lad not twenty-one. 


Much Good Being Done. 


Took Early Interest in Work. 


It was while he was In the seminary 
that Bishop Kinsolving’* attention was 
called to the great spiritual need of 
South America, which has long been 
knowm as ’’the neglected continent.” 

It seemed to him that that was where 
God wanted him to spend his life. He 
talked the matter over with some of 
his fellow’ students. One of them, the 
Rev. James W. Morris, came to the 
sajne conclusion, ami they agreed that, 

God helping them, they would be the 
means of establishing a mission of the 
American Church in Brazil. 

At that time the chunch’s work In 
Latin-American lands was under the 
care of the society then known as the 
American Church Missionary Society. 
Unfortunately, the society lmd noipare *1*1“". 
funds to be used In sending pioneers to r,umn - 
a new field. Upon their graduation 
from the seminary Kinsolving and Mor¬ 
ris therefore, with the approval of the 
authorities, visited a number of Eastern 
cities to speak about Brazil’s need, to 
explain their readiness to try to meet 
it and ask for funds to make their 
going possible. They were remarkably 
successful, and in 18*9 started on the r 
mission into a land where none of their 
friends had preceded them and where 
they knew’ companatively little of the 
commons they would have to meet. 

Th°v were warmly welcomed by the 
Presbyterian and other misslonuH s 
already working In Brazil. After 
studying the field they decided to lo¬ 
cate In the southern State of Rio 
Grande do Sul. Several months had to 
be speivt In ncoiilrlng the Portugese 
language, and then the young men 
were ready to begin their campaign. 
Gradually re-enforc«Mnents came to 
their aid, but the Brazil mission has 


Because a large pulrt of Brazil Is 
still undeveloped and Is Inhabited by 
pagan tribes, it must not bo supposed 
that Eastern Brazil Is In this condi¬ 
tion. Rio is a great city of more than 
a million people, and all along the 
coast there are Important commercial 
centers. The Brazilians are in many 
ways cultivated and progressive people, 
but the kind has for centuries been 
under the practical domination of a re¬ 
ligious system which has not only 
failed to develop the people religiously 
and morally, but has repelled many of 
them from the religious life alto¬ 
gether. 

The work of the American Church In 
Bmzil hus been concentrated largely 
heretofore in the one Slate of Rio 
Grande do Sul. There In ten year* 
nearly thirty congregations have been 
established and. built up. There are 
more than a thousand communicants, 
eleven Brazilian clergy are aiding the 
four Americans at present In the field, 
and eight or nine other young men are 
In the Divinity School. In no other 
foreign field of the American Church 
have the people given so largely for 
their own support. The average last 
year was nearly $16 per communicant. 
In some congregation*, where the peo¬ 
ple had resident clergy. the average 
ran as high as $35. The average for 
the Episcopal Church in the United 
.State* i» only $20 a communicant.

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F ma eucee«riil Plate Develop¬ 
ment conventions have been held 
In Kentucky during the past 
eight years and Louisville will 
ha%e tho honor this week of acting 
hostess to the sixth. Hundred* of prom¬ 
inent Kentuckians have accepted ap¬ 
pointments as delegates, and prominent 
men from all . sections of the country 
will address the convention throughout 
Its various sessions upon matters of 
great Importance to the State and Its 
people. 

Previous State Development conven¬ 
tions have been held In various parts 
of the State and under the manage¬ 
ment of temporary Committees of Ar¬ 
rangements. assisted In their work 
from time to time by an annually- 
appointed Executive Committee. These 
yearly gatherings of leading men have 
been of vast Importance to the State's 
progress, and from the beginning until 
the fifth convention held last year at 
Winchester there had been a steadily 
growing sentiment among the leaders 
of the movement in favor of a perma¬ 
nent organization, which might mure 
thoroughly and profitably keep track of 
the resources and needs of Kentucky 
and properly exploit and provide for 
them. For several years the sentiment, 
though growing, was not sufficiently 
strong to justify permanent organiza¬ 
tion and .lt was not until October. UW6, 
that positive steps toward permanent 
organization were taken. The fifth con¬ 
vention having heard the arguments In 
favor of such permanent organization, 
selected a Nominating Committee to 
complete the organization, adopted a 
constitution and by-laws, and left the 
work In the hands of the Nominating 
Committee. 

• • • 

Organization Effected. 

Owing to the fact that the Kentucky 
Jamestown Exposition Commission 
spent the fall and winter of 1906 and 
the spring of 1907 in seeking funds 
therewith to establish a building with 


exhibits at the Jamestown Exposition, 
the Nominating Committee thought It 
“well to deave the field dear until thds 
excellent work should have been com¬ 
pleted. Accordingly, no steps were 
taken toward a permanent organization 
until June 16, 1907. On that day the 
Nominating Committee announced the 
selection of tho following Executive 
Committee, Into whose hands the work 
of exploiting Kentucky was passed:

The physician spread out iu an in¬ 
tense sunshine, a large piece of uihlte 
cloth, another of dark yellow, another 
of light green, another of dark green, 
another of blue, and another of bluck. 

Then, with the help of six thermome¬ 
ters he made the following table of 
the various heats wiiich each color re¬ 
ceived from the sunlight. White, 100 
degrees; dark yellow. 140 degrees; light 
green, 155 degrees; dark green, 16S de¬ 
grees; blue, 198 degrees; black. 208 de¬ 
grees. 

Thus the physician proved that, in 
July or August, the man In while is a 
little less than twice as cool as the 
man in blue, and a little more than 
twice as cool as the man in black.

The subject of the recent 
investigation of tlml>er conditions In 
the Appalachian range, with particular 
reference to Kentucky, will be tr«a:ed 
by William L. Hull, assistant United 
States Forester, who conducted the In¬ 
vestigation mentioned. Mr. Hall Is a 
recognized authority on forestry and In 
the opinion of the Programme Com¬ 
mittee should teach Kentuckians many 
useful things. 

As Kentucky newspapers have al¬ 
ways taken a prominent and public- 
spirited part In all movements tending 
toward progress. Lew B. Brown, presi¬ 


dent of the Kentucky Press Associa¬ 
tion, has accepted an Invitation to 
•peak upon "The Press and Its Relation 
to State Development." Mr. Brown has 
been an editor for years and he Is thor¬ 
oughly acquainted with his subject, 
having devoted much space to the ex¬ 
ploitation of public events. 

C. C. McChord, president of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Railway Commis¬ 
sioners, will speak on "Tho Railway 
Commission," and will show how the 
work of such a body makes for a bet¬ 
ter understanding between the public 
and the railroads. 

With the Idea o( showing the rela¬ 
tion between State development and 
railroad development. T. C. Powell,* vice 
president of the Southern Railway 
Company, will tell of the tremendous 
organization necesary for a successful 
operation of the railroad and how such 
an organization Is held together. 

The development of mineral deposits 
in Eastern Kentucky has of late years 
been a drawing attraction for much 
oufcsldo capital. These resources, it Is 
believed, are more varied and plentiful 
than those of any other State in tho 
Union, and they will be discussed with 
special reference to coal by Frank 
Haas, general manager of the Fair¬ 
mont Coal Company, of Fairmont. W. 
Vlu, w’hich has recently made an In¬ 
vestment of several million dollars in 
the Eastern Kentucky coal fields.

It may seem absurd to mention such 
a simple thlpg, were It not that former¬ 
ly all the clocks in Ba^lo were kept on© 
hour ahead of the true time. That is a 
historical fact. Once, upon a certain 
occasion. It * was ordered that they bo 
set forward an hour; and an hour In 
advance did they continue to strike for 
more than 350 years. That la what you 
may call "keeping up an old custom.” 

Tha'Way it came about is as amusing 
as the custom itself. 

Early In the year 1431 a great eccle¬ 
siastical council was held there, to 
which came hundred* of the clergy, in¬ 
cluding bishops of high rank and car¬ 
dinals. The meetings were In the great 
hall and when the clock struck the hour 
for assembling these men w-erc expected 
to be ready; but being “very lazy per¬ 
sons,” says the record, ihey were ‘‘never 
In a hurry” to go. 80 the clocks were 
put forward In order that "they might 
rise in the mornings.” It certainly was 
a highly Ingenious plan.

L ONDON. Nov. 7.—When Charles 
Dickens died in 1S70, leaving his 
last novel. "The Mystery of Ed¬ 
win Drood.’’ only half finished, 
ihe English-speaking world—and a 

food many of the folk who speak other 
languages, too—spent much time trying 
to guess how the great author had In¬ 
tended that his perplexing story should 
tnd. And that guesswork has been 
going on with more or less spasmodic 
vigor over since. 

Many literary Sherlock Holmeses, In¬ 
cluding Andretv Lang, have filled mag- 
nine pages trying to prove from the 
clews left by Dickens what thu conclus¬ 
ion was to have been. Several au¬ 
thors. more ambitious than discreet, 
have audaciously assured the mantle 
5 f the dead prophet, and finished the 
t>o©k. Mediums have invoked the spir¬ 
it of Dckens himself to solve the mys¬ 
tery with results equally unconvincing. 

For thirty-seven years the "mystery*' 
has remained the great puzzle of the 
Hterary world. None of those who have 
tried to unravel it has supposed that 
It ever could be proved whether or no 
he or she hud found the correct solu¬ 
tion, as planned by the master hand. 

It can be, though, for something has 
been found by a granddaughter of the 
great novelist. Miss Ethel Dickens, 
which contains the proof that has so 
long been sought. It Is a play writ¬ 
ten by the eldest son of Charles Dick¬ 
ens —Charles Dickens the younger. And 
that play, which Is a dramatization of 
the unfinished "mystery," ends as Dick¬ 
ens had Intended to end his baffling and 
fascinating story.

Granddaughter's Version. 


I have been extremely fortunate in 
from Miss Dickens herself 
this account of it: 

" The play of 'Edwin Drood* was 
written some years after my grand¬ 
father's death and my father’s chief 
object In writing It was to give the 
ending of the story as he had received 
It from my grandfather's lips. 

"My father had long had the idea of 
this play in his mind, but I think It 
was during his visit to America and 
by reason of the extreme appreciation 
and love of my grandfather and his 
works that he found existing so strong¬ 
ly all over the country, that the play 
wm* finally written—and written for 
A*o«rdc&. 

"There can be little doubt that as 
my grandfather progressed with the 
story of 'Edwin Drood,’ many modifica¬ 
tions were made of the original plot, 
and this Is clearly proved by the con¬ 
versation, that I will speak of present¬ 
ly, which took place between himself 
and my father some little time before 
his death. 

"He was, I believe, keenly tonorested 
In this, his laat work. The develop¬ 
ment of the story and the study of 
Jasper, whom he evidently intended to 
present to us as an unmitigated villain 
from first to last, filled his remaining 
days with a restless excltroent, which, 
however ruinous to his own health, 
gave to the world a most interesting 
end baffling enigma, the clows to the 
mystery one Is Invited to follow being 
•o numerous and so apparently Impos¬ 
sible to fit neatly together In order to 
arrive at any definite and satisfactory 
conclusion. 

"My grandfather pursued his usual 
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forth t » n skeptical world as the work 
of Charles Dick* ns' spirit aided and 
abetted by a medium of Brattleboro. 
Vt. it ahounded In Inexplicable blun¬ 
ders and grammatical vagaries. It 
brought Edwin Drood back to life and 
dealt out retributive justice to Jasper 
by depriving him of hi- reason and 
consigning him to a madhousa. 

In the assurance that mi one could 
possibly "go one better" than a. solu¬ 
tion of the Mystery by a gho*t of ll« 
author, America gave up constructing 
i** quels to Dickens* work after this ami 
his own countryfolk took up the game. 
A woman of seme literary reputation In 
the north of England, writing under 
the queer pen name of "Gill/m Vase." 
issued a three-volume conclusion of the 
unfinished work under the title "A 
Croat Mystery Solved." There again 
Drood escapes from the tomb to which 
Jasper consigned him and the villain 
makes a dramatic exit by committing 
suicide in jail. 

Richard A. Proctor, the astronomer, 
wearying of his studies of the mys¬ 
teries of the heavens, solaced himself 
by studying Dickens* mundane mys¬ 
tery. His speculations were published 
under the title. "Watched By the Dead, 
a Loving Study of Dickens* ‘Half-Told 
Tales.’ " The watcher Is Edwin Drood 
who. escaping from the death which 
Jasper had planned for him, devotes 
himself to bringing Jasper to Justice. 

There is no spuce to mention the 
numerous magazine articles on the sub¬ 
ject that have been published from 
time to time. But the reader will tvanc 
to know what Dickens Intended should 
be the fate of Edwin Drood. The an¬ 
swer to that question, as revealed by 
the play. Is that Jasper did murdei 
Drood. Which shows that all—or n*ur- 
ly all—of those who have tried to re¬ 
construct the conclusion of the "mys¬ 
tery" from the clews left by Dickers 
have been baffled by him and that ha 
was equal to the task lie had set him¬ 
self.

Old-Fashioned Melodrama. 


method of work during the writing of 
‘Edwin Drood,’ that is ho say. after an 
early breakfast he would go to his 
study or In fine, warm weather to the 
chalet In his garden and there work or 
grind away, as he sometimes called It, 
urrtll the luncheon hour. It was never 
difficult, I have heard my father cay. 
to judge from the expression on his 
face whether he had been successful 
in the arduous tack of pleasing him¬ 
self. Very often ho looked sad and 
worn and spoke little and retired to 
his work again after taking a mere 
pretense of food: but there were 
brighter days when hJa eyes shone, 
when hie face and manor were aiert 
and cheerful and when he looked for¬ 
ward with pleasure to the walk he 
would take In the afternoon. Then 
those about him knew 'Edwin Drood’ 
was making happy progress. My 
grandfather was a reticent man. seldom 
speaking much of his own work at any 
time and not caring to be questioned, 
particularly about a story the solution 
of which he whs desirous of keeping 
to himself until the end. 

"My grandfather was exceedingly 
orderly and methodical In his manner of 
working (as he was in everything he 
did), forcing himself to go to his dbsk 
each morning at the sumo hour, and he 
was generally very accurate in sending 
the exact amount of material required 
to the printer; but I have been told 
that a few days before he died he sud¬ 
denly discovered that ho hud brought 
forward his story of ‘Edwin Drood* too 


quickly for the six numbers he trad still 
to write. This guv*.* him a great deal of 
anxiety and was rhe cause of much 
thought and trouble. But on the very 
day he wus taken Ul. the day beioro n\n 
death, he announced at the luncheon 
table tlutt he hoped he had overcome 
this difficulty, and he returned to his 
work in gay spirits.

Presentiment of Death. 


"In the curious proviso made in hla 
agreement with Messrs. Chapman and 
Hall relating to ‘Edwin Drood'—the 
first time any such proviso had been* 
made in agreements between himself 
and hls publishers—we certainly ^ee 
that some vague premonition of im¬ 
pending death was In his mind, and 
later on signs were not wanting to 
show that this presentiment was con¬ 
stantly with him, and one cannot he’p 
feeling how painfully he must have de¬ 
sired to finish the story which, had he 
but known It. was gradually but sure¬ 
ly undermining the strength and devo¬ 
tion which he ungrudgingly bestowed 
upon it every day of hls plowing life. 

"Of course all I can tell you must 
be from hearsay, for 1 scarcely re mem¬ 
ber my grandfather; but my father 
spoke constantly of him and he always 
said that although of so reticent u na¬ 
ture he was never surly in hls manner 
and If pressed for an explanation cf 
what he was writing by one he loved, 
he would at once gravely reiua? to 
give it, or if he was In one of hls rare 
communicative moods he might sudd* n 
ly and to hls companion's surpr.se 
throw away hls shy reserve and be¬ 
come perfectly frank and confidential. 

I Imagine that It was owing to some 
such quick change of feeling that my 


father was enabled to give the closing 
scene to hls play of ‘Edwin Drood.* and 
this brings me to the conversation 
which I mentioned at the beginning of 
our interview. 

"it came about In this way. One aft¬ 
ernoon some three weeks before my 
grandfather died.my father was at 
Gad's Hill and. as so often happened, 
he and my grandfather started off on 
one of those long rambling walks which 
were the chief recreation my grand¬ 
father allowed himself when he was, 
us then, hard at work—if indeed rvere- 
atlon they could be called—for it was, 1 
believe, during these walks that the 
creative brain was most active—and al¬ 
though he liked to have some congenial 
companion with him, T frequently 
hoard my father say that often the 
whole walk would be taken In com¬ 
plete silence, not one syllable on any 
subject passing my grandf itber's Hpa. 
However, this special occasion was not* 
011 c of silence. 

"It was then that my father heard 
In detail the definite scheme for the end 
of the book, my grandfather also tell¬ 
ing him that when he first began this 
work he had a slightly different end in 
view, but that an the book d« el *pod 
certain definite alterations becanv* n© *- 
tsaury with regard to the final tragedy. 
He also added that my father was ab¬ 
solutely tho only person to whom tihe^e 
facts were known. 

**The ring which plays so Important a 
part In the bo »k was not inenti n_*d 
by my grandfather on this occaaioi; 
but my father was under the Impres¬ 
sion that It was to hold the original 
place In the story and wan to be the 
means of Identifying the murdered 
body as* that of Edwin Dro d As 
however, my grandfather did not touch 


upon this point my father has not em¬ 
phasized it In hls play." 

Some prominent members of the or¬ 
ganization of Dickens lovers, called tho 
Dickens Fellowship, with whom 1 havo 
conversed about the matter, are dis¬ 
posed to be sceptical concerning the 
statement that Dickens con fled to hls 
son, Charles, how l^e Intended to end 
the story. They say it Is almost in¬ 
credible that the younger Dickens 
should have had authoritative knowl¬ 
edge on a subject that the whole liter¬ 
ary world w«h speculating about, and 
have refrained from making hls knowl¬ 
edge public—especially In view of the 
fact that he could have inado much 
money out of It. But such reticence on 
hls part, extraordinary as it may ap¬ 
pear. really proves nothing In face of 
the evidence that he did possess that 
knowledge. Miss Dickens told me that 
he made no secret of it in hls own fam¬ 
ily. Her brother. Charles, and her sis¬ 
ter. Mary, heard him talk about It on 
several occasions. From each of them 
I have obtained statements confirming 
that given me by Miss Ethel Dickens. 

Mlsa Dickens’ reference to the indi¬ 
cations that her grandfather had some 
premonitions of Impending death, af¬ 
forded by hls ngreeent for the publica¬ 
tion of his last work, should perhaps be 
explained. At hls own request, he had 
a clause Inserted In hls agreement with 
his publishers. Chapman A- Hall, pro¬ 
viding for a pecuniary settlement be¬ 
tween them and hls executors In case he 
"die during the composition of the said 
work of the Mystery of Edwin Drood." 
• • • 

How the End Came. 


Needless though this clause seemed at 
the tlme.'JLs sad pertinency was proved 


by his death at Gad’s Hill June !». 1870, 
when he had written the manuscript of 
only six of the twelve numbers that 
were to complete the book. The greater 
part of the previous day he had spent 
working upon It In the Chalet, a gift 
from his friend. Charles Fetcher. the 
'actor, which had been erected In the 
grounds. In the study there he penned 
the las: words that he ever wrote on 
the "Mystery." 

"He was late leaving the Chulet." 
says hls biographer. John Forster, "but 
before dinner, which was ordered at 
o’clock with the intention of walking 
afterward In the lanes, he wrote some 
letters . . . and dinner was begun 
before Miss Hogarth saw. with alarm, a 
singular expression of trouble and pain 
in hls face. ‘For an hour,' he told het\ 
•he had been very ill.’ but he wished 
dinner to go on. These were the only 
coherent words uttered by him." He 
died at ten minutes past 6 o’clock on 
the succeeding day. but during the 
twenty-f'ur hours that elapsed between 
his seizure and hls death there had 
never been a gleam of hope. 

When Dickens started writing "The 
Mystery of Edwin Drood," hls position 
as tho gn .itest of English novelists was 
everywhere acknowledged. He had no 
rival; he could add nothing to hls lit¬ 
erary fame. But many of the reviewers 
who lavished the warmest praise on hls 
work* said that hls plots were weak- 
thftt he could not write a book tne-end¬ 
ing of which would not be foreshadow¬ 
ed long before he reached It. 

It Is believed he felt this critlrlsm 
keenly. Its refutation was the task iic 
assigned himself In "The Mystery." 
He wanted {p write n book that would 
keep people guessing to the end as to 
how It would turn out—a work that 


should oe run of baffling clews, mis¬ 
leading suggestions and trails that 
were crossed by red herrings. 

How well he succeeded, as far as he 
went. Is proven by the wide divergence 
in the conclusions reached by those 
who have essayed to solve the "Mys¬ 
tery.” On the question of whether or 
n*» Dickens Intended that Edwin Drood 
should really meet his death at the 
hands of tho villain Jasper they are 
hopelessly at o-dds. In hls reconstruc¬ 
tion of the plot, Andrew Lang, of all 
of them the mnn who perhaps has the 
greatest reputation for literary astute¬ 
ness. defeats th* villain and brings 
Drood back to life. 

From America came the earliest at¬ 
tempts to finish the unfinished half of 
"The Mystery." Dick* ns had been dead 
hardly a year when "John Jasper's Se¬ 
cret' was published in Philadelphia. It 
was the joint production of a New 
York Journalist. Henry Morford. and 
hls wife. It was first published anony¬ 
mously, but In subsequent editions Its 
authorship was impudently attributed 
to Wilkie Collins and Charles Dickens 
the younger. Despite their repudiations 
of the forgery their nonvs are still 
attached to reprints of the book in 
this Morford solution. Jasper tries to 
murder Drood and thinks he has suc¬ 
ceeded. In the end he is confronted by 
hls supposed victim, and succumbs to 
poison. For the rest of the characters, 
things end in the conventionally hap¬ 
py style.

Solution By a Spook. 

From spookdom emanated the next 
attempt. It was a bulky volume of five 
hundred pages entitled "The Mystery 
of Edwin Drood Complete." It was sent 


The play, which 1 have been per¬ 
mitted to read, is a good, sound, old- 
fashioned melodrama, endlrys In a 
weird form of death for Jasper. It 
was written subsequent to Charles 
Dickens. Jr’s, tour In the United 
States In a series of readings from hls 
father's works, and was done In collab¬ 
oration with the late Joseph Hatton, 
with the Idea of meeting the require¬ 
ments of E. S. Willard. It was sent 
over to the United States and was. t 
believe, actually put In rehearsal there, 
but for some reason or other was never 
produced and was pigeon-holed and 
never came to light again until a few 
weeks ago. Just beforo Joseph Hatton’s 
death. 

Tho queer thing about It was that 
the late Charles Dickens, Jr., never 
made the slightest capital out of the 
fact that the play contained the end¬ 
ing of tho story as hls father had 
planned It—the one great fact that 
would have made the play Instantly 
marketable. He was a peculiarly re¬ 
served and uncommercial-minded man. 
to whom the financial Importance of 
the Information given to him by hls 
father seems to have made no appeal. 
It was generally understood at tho 
time that the great novelist had passed 
on to hls eldest son hls plans for tho 
completion of "Edwin Drood." and. In 
consequence. Charles Dickens, Jr., was, 
after his father’s death, beset with of¬ 
fers to finish the novel. These he re¬ 
fused. as it was the feeling of the fam¬ 
ily at that time that it would be a 
kind of desecration for any one else to 
assume the mantle. It might seem 
strange that Forster, Dickon* biog¬ 
rapher. knew nothing about the cir¬ 
cumstances, but this Is to be explained 
by the fact that Charles Dickens. Jr . 
and John Forster were not ori good 
terms. Although the facts were well 
known to all the members of the fam¬ 
ily of Charles Dickens. Jr., apparently 
they were never communicated to the 
other members of the family.

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O MDURMAN, Nov. 2 — Oindur- 
man! The biggest native city 
of tho Sultan! Tho capital of 
the Mahdl and the khalifa, and 
the future great commercial center of 
this part of the world. I wish l could 
show It to you as I saw It, while riding 
on donkey back through It with Its 
Egyptian Governor. It is one of the 
queerest cites of the world and one of 
the most Important to Africa of the 
future. Founded by the Mahdl, or the 
Mohammedan Messiah, and the scene 
of the most atrdclous cruelties and ex¬ 
travagances of the Khalifa who suc¬ 
ceeded him. It once contained about 
one million of African Sudanese. It 
was then a great military camp, com¬ 
posed of one hundred thousand mud 
houses and Inhabited by tribes from all 
parts of the one million square miles, 
comprised In the realm of that savage 
Governor. The Khalifa forced the peo¬ 
ple to come here to live, that he might 
have their services lti time of war, and 
he allowed then «* go homo only to 
cultivate and harvest their crops, 
which they were forced to bring here 
for sale. He ma>K- Omdurman hls seat 
of government, and ho had hls own 
residence here Inside a great wall of 
sun-dried brick which Inclosed about 
sixty acres, and In which w f as an open- 
air mosque of ten aores or more. Hero 
the Khalifa had hls palace and h»*re 
he kept hls four hundred wives. Just 
outside here he had the great battle 
which ended In the destruction of him¬ 
self and the city. 

The Omdurman of to-day Is on tho 
site of the great city of the khalifa. It 
lies at the Junction of the White and 
Blue Niles, in the bend where tho 
White Nile flows Into the main 
By the course of the river it Is about 
eighteen hundred miles from the Medi¬ 
terranean sci. and. in a straight line, 
pefhaps an equal distance north of the 
valley of the Kongo. It Is far Inland 
•from the Red sea. and hundreds of 
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pounds, or about fifteen American dol¬ 
lars The string will be wont as a 
charm about some woman's bare waist, 
and It may form the w’hole wardrob# 
of the maiden who gets it.

Among the Silversmiths. 

Not far from this bead money estab« 
llshment the Mamour and I entered the 
street of the silversmiths. This con¬ 
tains ninny shops In which black men 
and boys are busy making the barbaric 
Jewelry of the Sudan. Jewels are tho 
savings banks of this region, and many 
of the articles are of pure silver and 
pure gold. Some are very heavy. I 
priced lings of sflver worth $5 apiece 
and handle a pair of gold earrings 
which the Jeweler said were worth $00. 
The earrings were each aa big Around 
as a ioffee cup. and their thickness «t 
the place where they are fastened Into 
the ear was that a lead pencil. The 
man who haj them for sale was bare¬ 
footed. He wore a long white gown 
und a cap of white cotton, and hls 
whole dress could not have cost more* 
than $10. He was block and he had 
half a dozen black boys and men work¬ 
ing away In hls shop. Each smith sat 
on the ground before a little anvil 
about eight Inches high and six inches 
wide, and pounded .vt the silver or gold 
object he was making. 

in another shop I saw them making 
sliver anklets as thick as my thumb, 
and In another they were turning out 
sliver filagree work as fine os any front 
Genoa or Bangkok. The Mamour asked 
twx) of the Jewelers to bring thrir 
anvils out in the sun In order that 
I might pbob>graph them and they 
kindly complied. 

A little farther on tve entered the 
shoe bazar, where scores of merchant# 
were selling red leather slippers turned 
up at the toes, nnd in a court not far 
away found merchants selling nldes 
and leather fresh from the tanneries. 
They were salting the hides in tho 
square, and toying them out in the 
sun to dry.

Few American Goods. 


miles from the source of the Blue Nile 
in the Abyssinian Hills. 

The Omdurman of the present. Is laid 
out on practically the same lines as 
that of the past, and it covers almost 
the Mtnc cround. although It has much 
fetver people. During my trip I 
climbed to the top of the old palace of 
ihe ItfralifA and took a look over the 
city. 

The houses stretch along the Nile for 
seven or eight miles, with a thicket of 
boats upon the shore opposite wiiore 
the Blue Nile flows In. Some of the 
tow-n Is on the main stream, and it 
reaches out from the river in every 
direction. It Is a native city In every 
sense of the word. In its many thous¬ 
and houses there are not a score which 
are of more than one story, and you con 
coum the houses made of burnt brick 
on your fingers. It Is a city of mud. 
pure nnd simple. The one-story mud 
houses have mud walls about them, and 
the mud stores face streets paved only 
with mud. Th-v vast imiosure*! of the 
khalifa are made of mud bricks. «ni! 
the houses Inside, which no.v form tho 
quarter* of the Anglo-Kgyptlan sol¬ 
diers and officers, are of sun-baked 
l.rL 


Standing on tnt luiultfa's palace on© 
can follow many of the streets with hls 
eye. Some of them are of great width, 
but the majority are narrow and wind¬ 
ing. The whole city. In fact. Is a 
labyrinth cut up by the new avenues 
laid out by the British, with rhe holy 
buildings and thq khalifa’s government 
structures in the center. 

I wan shown through the city by the 
Mamour. All the towns of the Sudan 
have a British official who rules them; 
but under each such governor In a sub- 
govemor. who must be a native Egyp¬ 
tian. This man Is the real executive, as 
far as carrying nut the orders of the 
Government Is concerned Hr* r pre¬ 
sents the native* and understands all 
about them nnd their ways. The Ma¬ 
mour with whom I went through Om¬ 
durman is an ex-cavglfy officer of the 
army of the Khedive. Hls ttarno Is 
Capt. Ahmed Handy, ami he fought 
with the British In their wars against 
the khallta. He speaks English well 
and. ns he understands both Turkish 
and Arabic, he was able to tel! me nil 
about the city an we went through. 

I came down the Blue Nil*- fr>m 
Khartum In a skiff The distance fan bout 
five miles, but wo hod t» mck back 
nnd forth all the way, and th trip tr >k 
over two hours. The Munmur met m 
on landing. He hnd a good donkey for 
me; and we spent thi who!,- day in 
going through me pi.r of the city aft**r 
nnoth' * ' : - *b . ,d t *U ■ 


the photographs which now 11 c before 
me. 

1 wish I could show you the Omdur- 
man natives. They are stranger than 
any I have seen in my African travels. 
They come from all parts of the Sudan 
and represent forty or fifty odd tribes. 
8 omo of the faces are as black as a 
stove, some are dark browm and others 
lmve the color of rich Jersey cream. 

One of the queerest men I met during 
my Journey was an African with a 
complexion as rosy as that of a tow- 
headed American baby and hair quite 
iis wh te. He was a water-carrier, 
dressed in a red cap and long gown. 
He had two great cans on the ends of 
a pole w‘hli-h rested on hls shoulder, 
and he was trotting the streets carry¬ 
ing water from one of the wells to hls 
black Sudanese customers Hls feet 
and hands were bare and they were as 
while as my own. I stopped him and 
made him lift hls red fe* cap to see 
whether hls hn.lr was white by age it 
was flaxen, however, rather than silver, 
and he told me that hls yetra numbered 
only twenty-five. Tin* mamour talked 
with him in Arabic, and learned thmt 
ho was a pure Sudanese, coming from 
one of the provinces no r the watershed 
of the Kongo. He said that hls pmn s 
were j«t black, but that many men 
of b.U color lix*ed In the region 
whence he cane 1 stood him up 
i»g« f\ the mut'.

Tribal Mnr.*ts On Facei. 

I am surprised at how many of these 
people have wars on their faces. Nearly 
every other man 1 meet has tin mirks 
of great gashes on his checks, forehead 
or oroast, and sonic of the women me 
scarred so as to give the Idea of terri¬ 
ble brutalities having beep perpetrated 
upon them. As a rule, however, these 
wars have been voluntarily ma !e. They 
arc to mark the tribe and family t♦ * 
uiikqi th»*lr owners belong. The ma¬ 
inour tells me that every tribe has Its 
own sprclnl cut. and that he can tell 
from Just where n man comes from 
by such marks. The cuts are u>( all 
shapes. Sometimes n cheek will have 
three parallel gashes, and at another 
time you will notice that the cut* ore 
crossed, while at others they look like 
a ♦'*hlnese puzzle. 

Tht? dr chs of the people Is strange. 
Those if i he better class is wear long 
gowns and are clad not unlike the 
Egyptian-. Many of the i»oor are nl- 
m. sj naked, and the boys and girls 
often go about with only » lie! of 
t t 11 j - , t the walrt. The etrln^« arc 


like tassels, and they fall to the middle 
«*f the thigh. Very small children wear 
nothing whatever. 

Many of the women wear no clothing 
above the wnlst. and they seem to have 
no false modesty about the exposure of 
their persons.

Business Center of the Sudan. 

Omdurman Is the business center of 
the Sudan. Oonds are sent from here to 
all parts of the country, arid grain, 
gum arable, ortrlch feathers. Ivory* and 
native cotton nr. brought In for sale. 
The town has 100 restaurants, twenty 
coffee houses and 2(H) wells. It has mar¬ 
kets of various kind#, and there are 
long streets of bazars or start* In which 
each trade has ID own section, many 
of the articles sold being made on the 
ground 

One of the tnosl Interesting jdneo* If 
th r ' womairs iflrtiThi* c* fists of 


a vast numner or mar tents or shelters, 
under each of which a woman sits with 
her wares piled about her. Sho may 
have vegetables, grain or fowl*, or ar¬ 
ticles of native cloth und other things 
made by the people. The women have 
the monopoly of the sales here. Men 
may come and buy. but they cannot 
peddle anything within the women's 
precincts nor cun they open stands 
there. 1 understand that the women are 
shrewd traders. Their markets cover 
several acres, und during my may they 
were thronged with black and brown 
natives. 

Not far from this market I came Into 
the great square upon w hich the streets 
of the stores enter. This square con¬ 
tains ten or more acres. There arc a 
number of remnurutils facing it, and In 
one corner there Is a cattle market 
where donkeys, camels and horses are 
sold. The «ab s are under the Govern¬ 
ment. to tho extent that an animal 
must be sold there If a good title goes 
with it. if the transfer Is made else¬ 
where the terms of the bargain may 
be questioned, and therefore the trad¬ 
ers come.

Shops That Sell Money. 


It is strange to have shops that se 
money. I do not mean stock exchanges 
or bunk-, but real stores with money 

on iht counters and stacked up In 


nuunies and laid a*r*ij in plies on me 
shelves. That v/|.ai they have In 
Omdurman. Th*re i:ro caravans going 
out from here to > 1 parts of north-cen¬ 
tral Africa, and en ih must have It* 
own currency f*»r the Journey. These 
people are not far iron the dark ages, 
a* far os their tn.nc^vi matters are 
concerned* Many •« ’.h* tribes do not 
know what coinage evt*;)*; they ubc 
neither copper. sllv*f no* gold, and one 
of our dollars woui ’ b* worth nothing. 
Among many of the people brass wire 
and beads are the only currency, nnd. 
strange t<> say, every locality has Its 
own style of beads and Its favorite 
wire If blue beads are popular you 
can buy nothing with red ones, and If 
the people want beads of metal it is 
useless to offer them glass. 

In some localities cloth Is used as 
money, and in others salt Is the me¬ 
dium of exchange The salt Is molded 
or cut out of the salt ro:k In sticks, 
and so many sticks will buy a cow* or 
n camel. 

The owner of one of the largest 
money stores of the Sudan Is a Syrian. 

I found him not far from the great 
market, and he told m^ that he would 
be* glad to outfit me If I went Into the 
wilds. I priced some of hls beads. 
Those made of amber were especially 
Costly. He had one 9 trlng of amber 
lumps. fl\e in number. Each bead was 
th«^ size of a black we’nut. and he 
asked for the strbi** -*ree Eng1ls> 


In the Manchester bazar I found :h»m 
s-lllng cottons of many kinds and cali¬ 
coes of gay patterns. There were but 
few American goods among them, ml 
the chief Importations were from Eng¬ 
land and Germany. I saw American 
rewing machines hi the bazur «»f -ho 
tailors, and I understand that they are 
g< norally used throughout the Nile va|. 
ley. 

During my stay In this scclic n I 
bought rome ostrich feather* of n mer¬ 
chant who sold nothing else. He had a 
large stock and hls prices wrere fix- 1 . 
My feathers cost me about $2 apD e. 
but they are the long white plume# 
of the wild ostrich, and are far finer 
than any from South Africa, where Ufa 
birds are reared upon farms. 

A large part of tin: grain of the Up¬ 
per Sudan comes down the Blue und 
White Nltes to Omdurman. The grain 
markets are close to the river and they 
run for some distance along It. rhvro 
is no rain here at this time of tho 
year, and hence there is no need for 
warehouse* or sheds. The grain is 
poured out on the hard ground in pil*s 
and left there until sold. If you will 
Imagine several hundred little mpun- 
talns of white .or red sand with wood¬ 
en measures of various sizes lying at 
their feet or stuck Into th«lr sloping 
sides, you may have some Idea of thi*

For there are hams and 
hams, and a sliding scale of 
excellence between the best 
and the most indifferent is so long 
as to seem incredible to one who 
has carelessly taken for granted 
that hnm is ham the world over. 

The traveler of educated appetite 
and just taste who has sojourned in 
the British Isles will witness with 
me to the humiliating fact of the 
▼ast superiority of pork in all its 
forms as served upon English. Irish 
and Scotch tables to that raised and 
cured on this side of the Atlantic. 
An English ham is nearly as 

? leasant to the eye as to the palate. 

t is seldom served naked, that is, 
just as it comes from the hand that 
strips off the skin after the hain is 
boiled. 

While the juices still exude from 
the bared surface, it is coated with 
fine crumbs and browned to a rich, 
mallow shade in the oven. 

Then it is cooled suddenly. When 
the carving knife sinks into it, it 
exposes below the brunette c/ust at 
least an inch and a half of pearly 
white fat, and underneath the fat 
lean that is rose-pink to the bone, 
succulent, tender and delicious. 

I have never eaten English bacon 
that was tough. 

Yet some pigs must “grow old 
over there/* Alive, they have the 
true British complexion, the pink 
showing through the skin and hair. 

Much of the excellence of the 
flesh is undoubtedly due to the juicy 
grasses of meadows where they feed 
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T HE new •'Empire” necklet Is th« 
prettiest novelty In Jewolery 
that has been seen for some 
time, and the most becoming, 
says a writer In the London Express. 

The Idea of reviving this quaint fish- 
ion of a bygone ago originated with a 
West End firm who have a great repu¬ 
tation for the excellence of their paste 
and pearl ornaments. 

The particular feature of the “Em¬ 
pire” necklet is that It Is mounted on 
a band of black velvet, which may be 
either broad or narrow, to suit the taae 
cf the wearer. The jeweled portion of 
• he necklet only extends across the 
fiont of the throat, ho there Is not th • 
least stiffness or discomfort In wear¬ 
ing it. The ornaments are made only 
In the lightest and most delicate pat¬ 
terns. many of them being copied Lam 
the old French designs, while oth?rs ar.» 
original. / 

Some of the ve’.vet bauds are finished 
In front with two little velvet ends, 
either crossed and cf unequal leng ha or 
hanging quite straight and even, like 
the bands worn by a Him coat boy. In 
every cu^e they are tipped by diamond 
clasps. from which hangs a pearl or 
diamond tassel. 

One design Is In graceful sprays of 
f llagc and tiny d amo id roses, an¬ 
other Is u very pretty arrangement of 
trefoils, others are made in the con¬ 
ventional lines and curves of freehand 
drawing. 

Necklets without the velvet ends are 
finished along the lower edge by haug- 
Ing chains of jewels, or an ornament 
somewhat in the form of a pendant. 
One very elaborate and beautiful pat¬ 
tern had four graduated festoons of 
diamonds, each caught up to the velvet 
with a large pear-shaped pearl. , 

The “Empire” necklet will also be 
sc-n carried out In colo.ed cnatne.s 
Uluo is the favorite color, made In 
small oval plaquoi/ set In silver, and 
having very much the appearance of 
turquoise. Theao plaques are linked 
together top and bottom by chains of 
tiny pearls. 
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all summer, fattening for the au¬ 
tumn butchering. 

We have no such turf in Ameri¬ 
ca, but we might export English 
hams and breakfast bacon in quan¬ 
tities, and at prices that would al¬ 
low’ housemothers of moderate 
means to let their families know 
what really good bacon is. 

UNSUSPECTED SAVORINESS 

When Carlyle tells of his neat- 
handed Jeanic “frying bacon-ham 
for breakfast,” as a pleasing remi¬ 
niscence, he recalled savoriness un¬ 
suspected by those whose knowledge 
of the national dish is confined to 
the stringy wisps of “middling” and 
hard hunks of ham dished as family 
fare in the western, northern and 
middle states. 

I except a region where it is pos¬ 
sible to find bacon-ham worthy of 
its English ancestry. In southeast¬ 


ern \ trginia is a county noted 
throughout the Union as having 
been the bloody theater of the only 
active servile insurrection over 
knowqi in the slave-holding states. 

Smithfield, the shire, town, “the 
courthouse” in Virginia parlance, 
of Southampton county, has an in¬ 
ternational reputation for hams. 

There, too, the pig never attains 
his majority, lie is cut down and 
up in the pride of his youth. From 
infancy he has been fed upon pea¬ 
nuts. 

The peanut vine—they call them 
“gobber peas” down South—flour¬ 
ishes in that region as luxuriantly 
as potatoes in Monmouth county, 
New Jersey. 

The Smithfield ham is never 
bulky. 

The aim of the New England and 
middle states farmer to get as 
many pounds of pork out of his 
herd as he can defeats the finer end 


of securing flavor and tenderness 

of flesh. 

It is well for our housemother to 
keep these things in sight in the 
selection of her ham. 

One that tips the scale at ten 
pounds, and is not lean, will set 
forth her feast more worthily than 
u fifteen-pounder. 

SHOULD BE PLUMP 

It should be plump and the skin 
rounded out by firm underlying adi¬ 
pose tissue, otherwise fat. 

If the skin y'eld too easily to the 
pressure of the inquisitive finger, 
the fat is flabby, therefore un¬ 
wholesome. 

If the whole surface be hard as 
wood, the pig was lean and probably 
well stricken in years, a leftover of 
several seasons’ standing. 

Your ham is bought. I hope it ia 
a Smithfielder. 


But they come high in the city 
markets, and yoa may mollify the 
peculiarities of the American ham 
of commerce by skilful cookery. 

Wash tho ham thoroughly with 
water, using a stiff whisk broom in 
the work. • 

Next, rinse faithfully, first in 
warm, then in cold water. 

Lastly, soak in dean cold water 
for six or eight hours. 

At the end of the time rub off 
any adhering rust from the under¬ 
side with the stiff whisk; put into 
tho ham boiler, cover deep with cold 
water and cook steadily, fifteen 
minutes to the pound. 

If you have any reason to fear 
that it may be tough, add a cupful 
of vinegar to six gallons of water 
when you set it over tho fire to 
boil. 

Let the ham get almost cold in 
the liquor in which it was boiled. 
It should be entirely cold before 


you skin it. 

The skin will come off more 
easily then and the juices do not 
escape so Teadily as from a hot 
ham. 

Breaded Ham. 

Wash a boiled cold and skinned hnm 
all over with bos ten yolk of egg. Have 
ready a past** of cracker-crumbs work¬ 
ed smooth with rich milk. Cream is 
better. If you have It. 

Season with salt and pepper and 
spread It over the upper surface of the 
ham a quarter of an Inch thick. Set in 
a quick oven to brown. It shouhL be 
colored evenly all over. Eat cold. 

The crust will be found delicious. 

Deviled Bakea Ham. 

Having washed the ham am! soakhri 
It for tweive hours in water rather 
more than tepid, exebunge this for cold, 
and soak six hours longer. 

Lay In a deep platter and wash with 
a '’barbecue” mixture made of a cup 
of vinegar. # a glass of sherry, a heap¬ 
ing tablespoonful of sugar and an even 
teaspoonful of made mustard. 

Throw a cloth over the platter or 
bowl, and repeat the sponging with the 
barbecue hourly all day.

I cut and 
st-wed silk strips together, while my

When I had a big basketful of balls 
of carefully assorted colors. I took 
them to a canny Scotch weaver, with a 
paper on which 1 had painted th* order 
in which 1 would have the yards upon 
yards q/ strips woven into stripes. 

The rvfult was eminently satisfactory. 
I have some of the hangings still. And 
I thought my memory was truthful 
when 1 told a correspondent two years 


ago that a pound and a half of silks 
went into a yard of woven curtain. 

1 was «ailed down sharply for the 
statement, and I dare not repeat It. 

So. you must wait until ’somebody 
that knows” better than I lakes pity 
upon us and writes out with the charac¬ 
teristic amiability of The Exchange dis¬ 
ciples. full directions how to make your 
silk portieres. 

One thing I do affirm confidently. I 
did not cut my silks more than a liberal 
Inch wide. 

That was for ”a close weave.” But I 
do not. believe the fabric would look 
well made of strips three Inches In 
width.

can use to get rid of them?

As a preliminary atop have every¬ 
thing carried out of doors into a field 
or vacant lot, If you have no grounds 
of your own large enough for the pur¬ 
pose. 

Sweep and beat and dust In the sun¬ 
shine, burning the dust and fluff Im¬ 
mediately. Leave tho articles odt. of 
doors in the sun all day. 

Next day collect them In an empty 
room and drench with gasoline in 
which you have dissolved an dunce of 
gum camphor to each gallon. 

Don't he stingy with the gasoline. It 
will harm nothing unless It be the pi¬ 
ano. Brush that out and put lumps of 
gum camphor inside, then close It. 

For everything else, particularly that 
carpet, soak through and through, shut 
the room up tightly for three days and 
open when the time is up. In the broad 
daylight. 

Tho only danger attending the use of 
gasoline is that In evaporating it 
changes Into highly Inflammable gas. 

Do not have artificial light In the 
room or near It until the odor has been 
dispelled by free ventilation. 

The mightiest moth that ever gnawed 
household treasures cannot live In the 
atmosphere generated by gasoline and 
camphor. 

When you repack the carpet strew 
gum camphor freely within the folds, 
rolling It up on this, wrong side out. 
Next pin newspapers about the roll 
and over these sew stout unbleached 
muslin.

Beat It to a veritnhle cream: add the yolks 
and lastly the whites alternately with Just 
enough trifled fluur for a soft dough. 

Do n<>( have it stiff enough to be rolled 
into a sweet Flour your hands and mould 
lightly Into round cakes. Hake In a quick 
oven. You may flavor with lemon or va¬ 
nilla 

The bright and busy Jersey be® from 
whom I gft this recipe thirty years 
back, made them to perfection I have 


never quite attained. But they are al¬ 
ways the best cookies I have ever eaten.

1 Inclose herewith a recipe for making 
soap in ton minutes My John makes from 
10 to 1G0 pounds for me now and then, as I 
nerd It; that is. he dues the hoavy part of 
the work. 

“Mrs C. A. R.” wanta to know why some 
soap swims and some ninks. That la on ac¬ 
count of the kind of fat she use*. Mutton 
and beef fat will swim, and lard (pork fat) 
will sink when put Into »»>ap.

I have been Informed by others, and 
others who seemed to know what they 
were saying, that soap If* made to noat 
by boating it up w’hlle soft, as one would 
whJp cake batter. 

Yet I da^re not take issue on the point 
with a Virginia housewife, recollecting 
the reputation of planter*’ wives of 
lang syne for home-made soap. 

Here Is the recipe inclosed: 

Dissolve the content* of one can of patent 
Ive in throe and one-balf pint* of cold wa¬ 
ter and set aside to cool. Molt 64 pound* 


of clean grease, free from salt. In a large 
kettle. 

When quit* liquid remove It from’the fire 
and allow |t to cool until you can bear your 
hand In It. 

Then pour the dissolved and cooled lye Into 
It and stir faithfully until the mas* thick¬ 
ens. Put th* soap tnto a warm place and let 
It alone for twenty-four hour* to *et and be¬ 
come hard, keeping It covered from the du*t. 

If you wish, you may pour It while *o(t 
Into a box lined with greased or.d atout pa¬ 
per. tthen hard It may be easily removed 
from the bo* 

It will ihen be In a convenient form for 
cutting into block* and cake*. Do this with 
fine wire or twine.

Test with a 
fork, to make sure It Is done; draw the 
roaster from the oven, and set away, 
covered, with the ham In It, until the 
latter la cold. 

Take off the skin, anoint the surface 
with gravy from the dish and sproad 
over the ham a paste of cracker- 
crumbs and cream, such as 1 hnvo de¬ 
scribed In the last recipe. 

Brown In a quick oven. When dead- 
cold, carve into slices as thin as shav¬ 
ings.

If you compute the actual time 
bestowed by you upon the process, 
you will not complain. 

The hnm takes care of itself 
while soaking, and the bastings do 
not consume more than two min¬ 
utes apiece.

When Buying the 

Thanksgiving Turkey 

W HEN buying the Thanksgiving 
turkey have the butcher re- 
mo vu the leg sinews, as this 
wlh render the drumsticks tender and 
eatable; it can be done with a fork, tut 
It is difficult. 

Put two tablespoonfuls of alcohol in a 
saucer, light and over it singe the bird; 
this ia much better than paper, as It 
does not blacken the skin. 

Cut off the feet below the Joint; after 
roasting, tho Jagged bones can be 
broken off. leaving the leg ends white. 

Cut off the head as close to the bill 
end as possible. Silt the neck akin 
ale rig the backbone as far as the 
shoulders. Draw It back and pull out 
tho crop and windpipe, then cut off the 
nock close to the body. The long flap 
of skin is to be folded over the back, 
leaving the breast unmarred. 

Make a slit Just below the br*ist 
bone, insert two fingers and loosen all 
the organs from tho sides of the cav¬ 
ity. Firmly grasp the gizzard, the 
largest organ, and pull steadily out¬ 
ward. Cut around the vent, thus re¬ 
moving the Intestines intact. Examine 
the cavity, making sure that all bits 
of the lungs are removed, as well as the 
kidneys. 

If proporly done, all that Is now need¬ 
ed is to wipe out the cavity with a 
wet cloth. Cut out the oil sac. Just 
above the tail, and wipe the skin weU, 
Put a few spoonfuls of stuffing under 
the breast skin and fill the body cavity, 
drawing the edges of the latter to¬ 
gether with a few stitches. 

A trussing needle looks like a 
darning needle, about twelve Inches 
long. Have ready some firm, stout 
twine In about one-yard lengths. Draw 
the neck flap over the back and fasten 
with a stitch of the threaded needle. 
Turn the wings so that the Ups sre un¬ 
der Die fowl. 

Run the threaded needle strait \% 
through the wings and body entering 
and coming out above the bone of the 
second Joint. Take a parallel return 
stitch, bringing the twine under the 
same bone. Pull the twine tight and 
tie, leaving ends three inches long hang¬ 
ing. _ 

Push the lege against the body, take 
a second stitch, going over the thigh 
hone* In returning run the needle under 
the bone. For the third stitch, pass 
through tho ends of the legs and re 
turn through the fleshiest parL 


QAKED MEAT.—Buy two pounds of 
cheap, lean beef, veal or mutton, 
without bone. Simmer gently In just 
enough water to cover It with sliced 
onions and carrots to give It a flavor. 
Remove tho meat from the broth, run 
through a meat chopper or mince finely. 
This should make about one pint of 
solid meat. Season with pepper and 
so It, add one pint of finely chopped raw 
potatoes, pour off and strain a cup of 
the water In w’hlch the meat was 
cooked. Add this to tho mixture of 
meat and potatoes, turn Into a baking > 
dish, scatter bread crumbs over the top 
and bake In a moderate oven for one 
hour. A noted Pennsylvania cook varies 
this recipe as follows:. She buttSers a 
deep baking pan, places In the bottom 
a layer of mashed potatoes, one of 
chopped meat, one of canned tomatoes, 
chopped so that thero are no big pieces. 
Then comes unothcr layer of meat, an¬ 
other of tomatoes with mashed potatoes 
on top. This she bakes a golden brown 
in the oven. 

Mock Duck.—Pound well a round 
steak that Is cut about half an Inch 
thick. Spread over K a dressing as fol¬ 
lows: Put In a frying Pan a lump of 
butter the size of an egg. a teaspoonful 
of grated onion and a ptnch of sagew 
Mix wall a pint of bread crumbs, moist¬ 
ened with one egg. When the butter Is 
very hot put it In. stir and turn slightly 
brown. Spread the steak, roll up end 
fasten with a few stitches. Stick with 
strips of fat bacon, dredge with pepper, 
salt and flour. Put in a dripping pan 
with a little water and baste frequent¬ 
ly. Boko an hour in a moderate oven 
and servo with a gravy made of the 
water in the pan thickened with flour. 
Slice this without unrolling.

Queer Safeguards. 

The menrhants watch the grain all 
day. and if they are forced to go away 
at nightfall they smooth the hills out 
and makes cabalistic marks upon them, 
so that they can easily know If their 
property is disturbed during their ab¬ 
sence. The most common grains sold 
here aro wheat, barley and durra. The 
latter is a kind of sorghum seed which 
forms the bread of the Sudan. It Is 
ground to a flour either in hand mills 
or between stones moved about by bul¬ 
locks or camels, and is eaten in the 
shape of round loaves of about the cir¬ 
cumference of a tea plate and perhaps 
two Inches thick. The who.it Is of the 
macaroni variety, which grows well In 
■these dry regions wherever Irrigation 
Is possible. 

Speaking of the flour of the Sudan. 
I visited one of the largest, milling es¬ 
tablishments of the country during my 
stay in Omdurman. The owner Is one 
of the richest and most influential or 
the Sudanese natives. He Is an emir, 
and 8 a such 1* one of the leading men 
of the town. HI* mills were In a great 
mud-walled compound, which contain¬ 
ed also bis garden and home. The gar¬ 
den was Irrigated by a well, and upon 
entering It I saw two black slave girls 
turning the wheels which furnished the 
water supply. 

The mills were three In number. Each 
was In a mud stable-llke, one-story 
building Just large enough to hold tho 
mill-stones and the track for the ani¬ 
mals who turned them. The stones 
were similar to the old-fashioned 
grinding machines of our own country. 
They rested one upon the other and 
were so made that the grain flowed 
from a hopper Into the top stone. The 
motive power for each mill w*as a 
blindfolded camel, who moved around 
In a circle, turning the top stone. Each 
of the animals was driven by a black 
hoy who sat on the bar of the mill and 
rode there as be w'hlpped them along. 
The flour so ground w*as fine, I picked 
up a handful and taated it and found 
it quite good.

Also by making the 
same batter thinner, it can be used for 
bal.er cakes. 

Commeal Muffins.—One cup of com¬ 
meal, One cup of flour, one tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, one and a half teaspoons-

Miss Grace W. Putman, of 
Orange, N. J.. who has given 
long study to this knotty problem, siys 
It can be solved If you go at it right. 

She gave the results of her researches to 
the Brooklyn I isiltuto of Arts and 
Sciences the other afternoon, says the 
New York Mall. 

"The lack of system in tho home Is 
the undoing of many families." said 
Miss Pitman. "System, system in the 
home Is what you need." 

With a blackboard to illustrate her 
Idea, and taking a $3,000 salary as a 
bas s, M ss Pitman explained Just how 
It should be divided to get the most 
benefit out of It.

MORE CARS PROMISED TO DAY. 


With a force of 620 strikebreakers in 
(uddTdon to tbe®e of Its employe who 
have remained loyal, the Louisville 
Railway Company yesterday operated 
115 cars, Including six mall cars. Cars 
were run on all lines except the short 
ones—Brook, Fifteenth. Green, Sixth 
and the depo*t line. On Fourth cuvenue 
enough cars were In commission to give 
a four-mInline schedule; on Second to 
give a five-minute schedule and on the 
others an eight-mlmute schedule. The 
cars did not run on these schedules be¬ 
cause of obstructions placed on the 
tracks In some parts of the efty, and 

because of vehicles tihRJt got In the way. 

• • • 

Fairly Well Patronized. 


The cars were fairly well patronized 
throughout the day. Few of the 
screened cars were used, the company 
foeMn-g sufficiently secure wllh the am¬ 
ple police protection to send out the 
regular cars. 

It Is promised by the company to 
send out cars on all the linos to-day. 
and It Is believed that the service will 
very nearly approach the normal. The 
cars In operation yesterday were with¬ 
drawn ns soon as dusk began to fall 
and the same polity will probably ] 
followed to-day. This Is being done at 
the request of the police department 
because the men are on long duty dur_

Must Not Congregate. 

"In order that no Innocent person 
may get Into trouble to-morrow. I wish 
to warn the public, through the press, 
that people must not gather In crowds 
on the street corners or anywhere 
along the street. The people must keep 
moving, and my men will be Instructed 
to arrest any person or persons found 
congregating. A supply of patrol 
wagons and automobiles will be kept 
on hand at the Central Station, and I 
shall be In my office here all day. When 
I receive Information that a crowd is 
gathering, or that there is rioting or 
disorder anywhere in the city. I shall 
dispatch a wagon load of policemen to 
the scene, and direct them to arrest 
every one who even looks guilty. Those 
who wish to avoid trouble, therefore, 
had best keep moving while on the 
street.” 

• • • 

Warning to Saloonkeepers. 

Col. Haager said that Inasmuch as 
he Is dealing with a situation which at 
any time may require strenuous meas¬ 
ures. he has taken It upon himself to 
notify saloonkeepers at different points 
throughout the city that they must not 
tolerate gatherings in front of their 
places of business. 

"Wo have put a stop to this thing of 
a lot of men standing on a street corner 
In front of a saloon, hurling a stone at 
a street car and then seeking protection 
In the saloon,” he sold. "I took occa¬ 
sion to-day to notify all of the saloon¬ 
keepers In the neighborhood of 
Eighteenth and Broadway, and at 
Eighth and Market streets, that they 
must not harbor rioters during this 
strike trouble. I told them that if they 
disobeyed orders I would not only di¬ 
rect my men to erfler their saloons and 
arrest those they found on the Inside, 
Including the proprietors, but that I 
would take it upon myself to close theJr 
saloons without first referring the 
matter to the Board of Public Safety, 

or to the License Board.

Regarded As Police Regulation. 


Chief to Handle Situation. 

Col. Haager said That the Board of 
Public Safety had paid him the com pi l- 
mem of leaving him to deal entirely 
with the situation without any inter¬ 
ference whatever from uhe board. 

"In only one instance since the strike 
trouble started have we failed to appre. 
hend, or at least to get a clew as to 
the .dentlty of persons guilty of disor¬ 
der That one instance occurred last 
night, shortly after dark, when a croud 
of men attacked a street car at Twen¬ 
ty-fourth street and Broadway. They 
threw several stones through car win¬ 
dows, and immediately the policemen 
aboard the car stopped It and sprang 
off. The crowd scattered and ran. The 
police fired several shots In an r fP>rt 
to bring them to a halt, but they only 
ffed the faster.v

Felony to Cut Wires. 


Both the street railway company nni 
the representatives of the strikers ex¬ 
press satisfaction with the conditions 
on the second day. Mr. Commons calls 
attention to the accidents to cars yes¬ 
terday and says It would be dangerous 
for the public if twice as many cars 
were run* by the strikebreakers. 

Two meetings of the strikers will be 
held this afternoon, one at Beck's Hall 
and the other at Germania.

Col. Haager said that following the 
issuance of his Instructions to the 
saloonkeepers one of their number 
called on the Major in his office yes¬ 
terday and made complaint against 
him. 

‘He said X had threatened to Inter¬ 
fere with customers who entered his 
place of business," said Col. Haager. 
“The Mayor sent for me, and In the 
presence of the saloonkeeper, after hav¬ 
ing received my explanation, informed 
him that In his opinion I was acting 
right and that I had his support in 

everything I had done.

W> are being paid 
by the taxpayers of Louisville to pro¬ 
tect life and property, and that Is what 
we are dtoing to the best or our ability.

Earley, the barn foreman, reported that 
he had but two loyal men and no strike¬ 
breakers had been sent him. 

The Fourth avenue and Second street 
car barns at Fourth avenue and C 
street had 130 men on duty yesterday. 
Of this number thirty were loyal and 
100 were strike-breakers. Seventy-five 
more strike-breakers arrived at the 
bam last night. The barn foreman said 
that with the addition of the seventy- 
five men a slx-mlnute line would be 
maintained to-day Yesterday the cars 
ran at Intervals of eight minutes on 
Fourth avenue and ten minutes on Sec¬ 
ond street. The Fourth avenue line 
was the only one in the city having 
less than a ten-minute schedule, but 
none of the other lines ran ut more than 
ten minutes.

Collision Causes Disorder. 


Much excitement, which lasted for 
only a brief period, was created at 
Fourth avenue and Green street at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning when twi> 
cars collided, and rumors of & riot call 
and of a serious wreck spread rapidly 
throughout the vicinity. No one was 
Injured In the accident, which was 
caused by the collision of car 109 of the 
Louisville and Eastern Railway Com¬ 
pany .with Second street car No. 997. 
J. L. Fields, claim agent of the Street 
Railway Company, said yesterday that 
an official report of the accident would 
not be turned In until this morning, and 
the exact details as to the cause of 
the mishap are not known. Many per¬ 
sons who witnessed the accident are 
said to have expressed themselves that 
It was caused by the Inexperience of 
the motorman on the city street car. 
This car, which was a regular Second 
street air-brake car, was In charge of 
strike-breakers. It was said by Super¬ 
intendent Henry' Gilam, of the Fourth 
avenue car barn, and was being brought 
to the barn to be held In waiting. 

Just as the street car had gotten to 
the Green street line at the crossing 
it was struck by the Interurban car, 
which was going west down Green. The 
fender of the Interurban car was torn 
off and shattered when it struck the 
front wheels of the Second street cax. 
Besides the wrecking of the fender no 
damage was done to either car. A 
crowd began to gather at the street 
corner and excitement for a time ran 
high Patrolman Quill, w r ho was watch¬ 
ing at the corner, sent In a call to po¬ 
lice headquarter.** IrninedhUely following 
the collision, ami the patrol wagon with 
six policemen hurried to the scene. By 
the lime the police reached the spot 
a great crowd of people had gathered 
at the seem* and several wagon* hud 
drawn up and were blocking the car 
lln#*». The brief disorder wus put to 
a hasty end, for no sooner had the 
patrolmen dismounted from the wagon 
than the people began to disperse In 
every direction.

Too Slow in Moving. 

A few of the wagons were slow In 
moving off, and one, which was driven 
by Williarn Compton, a colored team¬ 
ster, continued to block the Green street 
line for several minutes. When told 
to hurry away with his wagon he is 
said to have remained steadfast where¬ 


upon h'* was put under arrest by Pa¬ 
trolman Quill. He was hurried to the 
Central police station, where the charge 
of disorderly conduct was placed against 
him. Both cars then continued on their 
runs. The unofficial report which reach¬ 
ed the office of the Street Railway Com¬ 
pany yesterday Is to the effect that 
the accident was caused either by the 
Inexperience of the motonmni of the 
Second street car or on account of a 
dirty track and the subsqueiit sliding 
of the car wheels.

ANIMALS AND DRINK. 

(Philadelphia Press.] 

Animals as a general thing drink 
very moderately, and their favorite 
beverage Is water. 

The amount which they drink, how*- 
ever. Is largely determined by the char¬ 
acter of the food they eat. Sheep, rab¬ 
bits and hares, for Instance, require 
very little water because the roots and 
vegetables which they eat require a 
large percentage. Cats and dogs. If the 
food they get Is solid, require a good 
drink at least once a day, but mcmt 
take such large quantities at a time 
that this explains wdiy they do not 
need It oftener. 

Hats can go u long time without wa¬ 
ter, but frequently when the food th* y 
eat is very dry they get so thirsty that 
they will face any perils to obtain wa¬ 
ter. 

There are cases on record where 
farmers have killed droves of ruts 
which came one by one to a pool of 
water In a season of drought to quench 
their thirst. 

It is said, also, that when It is Im¬ 
possible for them to get water they will 
kill each other In order to obtain the 
blood as a beverage.

This is the largest automobile 
shipment ever made. or. In fact, the 
largest shipment of any one manufactured 
product to be transported at one time 
over one route. The loading anti for¬ 
warding of this great nujnber of machines 
was accomplished under arrangements 
previously made by the traffic department 
of the Licensed Association; the facilities 
[which were offered by the truffle depart- 
I ment making It possible to load the en¬ 
tire lot of automobiles In six hour* and 
I without a single case of damage. In or- 
d«-r that the work of handling the cars 
at the other end may be facilitated, the 
trains will arrive In Chicago at two dif¬ 
ferent points, thus avoiding congestion 
and minimizing the possibility of damage 
through overcrowding.

In which 
they may display their new methods and 
give them a test against the cars of other 
maker*. Th© three-day endurance run. 
which takes place in Chicago Just previous 
to the Chicago Show, w-hieh opens Novem¬ 
ber 30. will be quite an event, ns the 
trophy Is very handsome and the rules for 
the contest ore probably as strict a* rules 
could be made.
